ON DUTY AT SANDY HOOK. 

Although little has been published concerning the 9th 
New York Coast Defense Command, since it was mus- 
tered into the service of the United States for the 
war in August last, under command of Col. John J. 
Byrne, that organization is performing indispensable 
duty at Fort Hancock, Sandy Hook, N.J., which guards 
the southern gateway to New York city from the sea. 
Fort Hancock is among the most important sea coast 
defenses of the United States, and is consequently a 
post of great responsibility. It is beautiful in summer, 
put in winter it is described as a perfect Siberia. Many 
things are still needed for its improvement, which how- 
ever before the war an apathetic Congress could never 
see the necessity of granting money for, despite the 
urgent request of Army officers competent to judge. 

The 9th Coast Defense Command reported for duty 
at Sandy Hook with fifty-one officers, and 1,400 men, 
the largest number in its history, and at once settled 
down to intensive training, making the best of its sur- 
roundings, which were lacking in many essentials, and 
is still lacking them, but the men and officers have 
worked cheerfully under the disadvantages. In addi- 
tion to two months of intensive drill, of eight hours 
a day, and night drill once a week, besides other duties, 
the command has engaged in service practice with guns 
up to the highest caliber, and also mortar practice, in 
addition to sub-caliber practice and drill practice. The 
service firing was highly creditable. 

The general instruction of the command in addition 
to actual gun firing has embraced the following: War 
game, bayonet and intrenching, signalling, military 
courtesy, first aid, Infantry and Artillery drill, guard 
duty, outposts, inspection, care of clothing and equipage, 
ete. A strict watch is kept on the sea, both day and 
night, in all weathers, and no vessel can pass the fort 
without giving the proper signals. . Some of the guards 
have to stand in the open no matter how stormy the 
day or night, and are not*provided with sentry boxes, 
in certain cases. 

Men of the 9th, in addition to routine drill, have 
been engaged in road making, and road mending, and 
a thousand other details of necessity. ‘There are no 
barracks the men can occupy at present, and there are 
no houses at present for officers, and all are forced to 
live in tents. With the cold weather at hand this is 
a serious outlook for the extreme of winter. The men 
have no camp stoves, and are even now insufficiently 
supplied with blankets for the cold nights to keep them 
warm, on the wind-swept sands, where the tents blow 
down frequently. At present no move has been made 
to erect wooden buildings for the sleeping accommoda- 
tion of the command. Mess halls have now been pro- 
vided, with a kitchen in each, and these are quite 
comfortable. 

The men have put board floors in the tents as far 
as possible, and in some cases have walled them, the 
boards in most cases being old drift wood picked up 
on the beach, or old lumber about the .post, of no fur- 
ther use. Considerable ingenuity has been shown in 
many directions. The 23d Company, Capt. J. W. Gil- 
more, for example, had no shower bath. A_ broken 
down old shack was commandeered, a tin wash basin, 
with holes punched in the bottom, was placed under 
the roof, and a water pipe run into the basin, made 
an excellent substitute. ’ 

The rations provided are wholesome, properly cooked, 
and plentiful, and there can be no complaints on this 
score, and the health of the command has been of the 
best. The men are a fine healthy looking body, and 
if proper housing for the winter can be provided, there 
will be few invalids. 

For a time Colonel Byrne had the responsibility of 
being the post commander, but “ol. Henry L. Harris, 
U.S.A., retired, was ordered a few weeks since to 
command the post, and is now on duty. He is a West 
Pointer, and was formerly in the Artillery. Among 
his assistants is Col. Washington I. Taylor, Coast Ar- 
tillery, N.Y.NG. The only barracks at the post are 
occupied by companies of Coast Artillery of the Regu- 
lar Army. Between Colonel Harris and Colonel Byrne, 
any enemy that may appear will receive a very proper 
reception. ‘The post commissary is 1st Lieut. A. Pel- 
ham, of the 9th Coast Defense command, who most 
ably fills the office. Some idea of the work he has to 
perform may be judged from the fact that he handles 
a business of about $600,000 a year. 

While all the officers of the post are busy, Capt. 
James J. Walsh, adjutant of the 9th, has to bear a 
load and responsibility on his shoulders that outweighs 
even those of the commandant of the post. The cap- 
tain, in addition to his regular duties as adjutant, 
must look after the bus, and see to it that it does 
not miss calling at the houses, for women or officers 
who desire to go to the dock, to take the boat to New 
York, or meet.them on return. He has to help on 
the committee for the Liberty Loan, but by far the 
Most onerous duties of Captain Walsh are those in 
assigning rooms in the house allotted to the wives of 
officers, who make a week-end visit to the post. It 
requires the utmost diplomacy and deilcacy to handle 
this “House of Wives,” and avoid ruffling the tempers 
of the women visitors, or incurring their criticism. 
Naturally all the wives wanted to be assigned to the 
best room, and it was here that the captain’s fine 
diplomacy shown forth. He arranged matters so suc- 
cessfully, that even the attic rooms are now in as 
much demand as the star room, and all the wives are 
fully satisfied. 

The historian of the regiment, Lieut. Harold Hersey, 
of the 23d Company, one of the live young officers of 
the command and also its poet laureate, has been gath- 
ering all important data concerning the command, to 
be published after the war. It is interesting to note 
that the 9th has not been idle in taking up the Liberty 

oan, and up to Oct. 12, the command had subscribed

A new type of mobile Army kitchen was demonstrated 
recently at New Haven, on Yale Field. Seventeen hun- 
dred and fifty men of the 102d Infantry were fed in less 
than an hour. Th new kitchen will serve three hot meals 
a day to a force of 2,000 men, and provide enough coffee 
for 1,000 men every ten minutes. The Taft Army Field 
Kitchen, as the unit has been christened, is practically a 
steam hotel kitchen mounted on a motor truck, says the 
Scientific American. It is the idea of J. C. LaVin, 
manager of a well-known hotel of New Haven. The 
kitchen consists of a 10-horsepower steam boiler, two 
90-gallon stew, soup or pot-roast kettles, and two 50 
gallon coffee urns. The kettles, and urns are heated both 
by steam jackets and by live steam injection. At the 
demonstration at Camp Yale coffee was boiled from dead 
cold, in less than six minutes. So compact and well 
planned is the arrangement that the Taft kitchen, with 


two cooks, displaces two company kitchen units of eighty © 


men and forty horses. Two of these mobile units will 
feed a full regiment, either in camp or on the march. 
Being capable of a speed of almost fifteen miles am 
hour, the unit can precede its battalion on the march, 
cooking a meal on the road, and be ready to serve hot 
food immediately the battalion halts. When the troops 
entrain the kitchen is put on a flat car and goes right on 
cooking. There is another way in which the Taft Unit is 
an immeasurable improvement over the old methods,” 
namely, in the cleaning of mess kits after meals.

pieces of unused food and a little warm water will realizé 
what a blessing unlimited boiling water and live steam 
will be. It is planned to add to the equipment a six- 
kilowatt generator to be operated by the motor truck 
engine. This would furnish sufficient current for @ 
40-candlepower lamp in the tent of each soldier, for @ 
12-inch searchlight, and for a field wireless station, add- 
ing that much to the usefulness of the unit.

TO ADD 75,000 MEN TO GUARD UNITS. 

The transfer of large numbers of drafted men to fill 
National Guard divisions to required strength, which 
was forecast in our issue of Oct. 13, was provided for in 
orders sent to the various camps and cantonments on the 
same day. About 75,400 men are to be sent from the Na- 
tional Army cantonments to complete the organization 
of the Guard units, but 55,000 additional are involved 
in the movement, being withdrawn from Eastern and 
Middle Western cantonments for regrouping at Camp 
Gordon, Ga., and Camp Pike, Little Rock, Ark., into two 
National Army divisions. The larger deficiencies to be 
made up are as follows:

TO HASTEN NEXT DRAFT. 


Tatst information bears out the prediction made in 
ese columns several weeks ago to the effect that a sec- 
ond draft will be made from the ranks of the registered 
Men before the New Year. No specific date has been set, 


but in discussions of this action already held between the 
Secretary of War, the Provost Marshal General and 
various bureau chiefs, the assumption was made that the 
War Department would be ready by Dec. 16. Many im- 
portant changes will be made in the process of calling 
men for the second draft, the purpose being to carry to 
an even greater degree the effort to disturb as little as 
possible the economic machinery of the nation. Just 
what lines the modification will take has not been de- 
cided. In view of the fact that those in authority, with- 
out exception, are known to be in favor of a new classi- 
fication based upon eligibility for service, it is safe to 
assume that men will be called by “classes” rather than 
in the strict order of their lineal numbers. 

Transfers from the National Army cantonments have 
resulted in the placing of surplus quarters at each of these 
places at ‘he disposal of the War Department. These 
cantonments were originally designed to accommodate 
from 40,000 to 44,000 men. The new divisions will be 
less than 27,000 strong. But, before the camp quotas 
have been pruned to the latter figure, the division com- 
manders have reported surplus barracks room for from 
an extra regiment in most cases to a full brigade in 
more than one. . 

Computation of the size of this second draft most nec- 
essarily be based largely on conjecture. No official figures 
have been published regarding the number of men needed 
for the numerous auxiliary units authorized within re- 
cent weeks, of the number neéded for the augmented 
Medical Corps, or the new signal and aviation services. 
On the basis of 27,000 men to a division, the seventeen 
National Army divisions will require 459,000 men, leav- 
ing 228,000 of the first draft. Of this surplus, 75,400 
are being transferred to the National Guard, leaving 
143,600. The new Signal Corps certainly will take 
100,000 and a moderate estimate of troops for service 
behind the lines would put these at 250,000. Adding 
50,000 for the Medical Department gives a total of 
400,000 required, or 257,400 more than already certified.

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TO INCREASE ARTILLERY RATIO. 

Unofficial correspondence from officers on duty at head- 
quarters of the American Expeditionary Forces in France 
indicates that recommendations either have been or soon 
will be made to the War Departmént to increase still 
further the proportion of artillery in each division. Gen- 
eral Pershing’s staff is said to be divided as to how far 
the next increase is to go but all are agreed that every 
experience of our Allies, especially in connection with the 
most recent offensives, shows the economy to be derived 
from a lavish use of ordnance. Some artillery experts 
are in favor o2 adopting a policy which will call for the 
ratio set, but never reached, by the British government. 
This view répresents the minimum, however, those officers 
who go to the other extreme recommending not less than 
forty per cent. increase over the British program. 

It is no longer a military secret that the deficiency 
causing most anxiety to the General Staff has to do with 
the procuring of adequate field artillery and heavy ord- 
nance for the forces now preparing for foreign service. 
Ex-Presidents to the contrary notwithstanding, neither 
the production of rifles nor the inability of the Quarter- 
master Corps to gather sufficient heavy blankets has as- 
sumed the importance of this problem. In view of this 
fact the adoption of the above recommendation would 
seem an empty formality. The argument of its propo- 
nents, however, is that the new ratio could be adopted 
as the eventual one to be established, even though the 
first units were sent with half of it. 

The shortage of the immediate supply of ordnance has 
led the War Department to decide on the removal of 
certain sizes of coast defense ordnance for use in France. 
It will be recalled that there are in reserve more than two 
score of the 12-inch rifles used in primary coast defenses 
on disappearing carriages. In addition to these there are 
a number of batteries of 6-inch pieces which may be 
considered obsolete for coast defense in the light of re- 
cent experience. The proposition is to remove all of these 
and to supply them with mobile mountings for use with 
the Expeditionary Forces.’ Steps already are. under way 
with a view to supplying the necessary mounts. 
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HEALTH OF THE NAVY. 


Typhoid fever and similar “communicable intestinal 
diseases’ have been eliminated almost entirely from the 
U.S. Navy as a result of modern preventive methods, ac- 
cording to a report just made to Secretary Daniels by 
Surg. Gen. William C. Braisted, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. The report, which 
compares this condition with those that obtained in 1898, 
says: 

“The health of the Navy is excellent and the training 
of personnel is not being interfered with at any of the 
training stations by the presence of communicable dis- 
eases. Practically the only diseases which have given 
much concern during the present war have been those of 
the respiratory type, which are spread mainly by nose and 
throat secretions, principally mumps-and measles, which 
are associated with a low mortality rate or no mortality 
at all. This is in marked contrast to the experience of 
1898, during the Spanish-American War, when the com- 
municable intestinal diseases caused widespread damage 
and carried with them a high mortality rate. The ap- 
plication of recent medical science has practically 
eliminated such diseases from the forces afloat and ashore. 
Such modern methods for the prevention of intestinal 
diseases include preventive inoculations, the proper dis- 
posal of garbage and sewerage, protection of food and 








water supplies from contamination, and the extermina- 
tion of flies and their breeding places.” 

Records of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery show 
that fewer than ten cases of typhoid have been reported 
since the present war began. 
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Two views of the German U-boat campaign and its 
results are presented in statements given to the press 
of Germany and England by Admiral von Tirpitz and 
General Maurice on Oct. 18. Admiral von Tirpitz said: 
“We can continue confidently to expect a final triumph 
over England so long as we continue to sink vessels 
faster than she constructs them. A submarine war 
success cannot be expected immediately, however, but 
if we pursue our aim firmly we shall find after some 
months that our position for negotiations with Eng- 
land will be quite different. No definite time can be 
fixed for our success. Economically and as regards raw 
materials our position to-day is stronger than that of 
France or Italy. How long England will be able to 
make her supplies fast cannot be predicted. We are 
now at the fateful hour of our existence. Germany 
cannot maintain her position as a world Power against 
England unless her position is founded on might.” Gen- 
eral Maurice said: “I don’t wish to minimize the 
U-boat threat, but I can truthfully say that nothing 
the U-boats have done has delayed for a single hour 
our work in France. It has not delayed a single round 
of ammunition or a ration for the soldiers. The Brit- 
ish army was never better fed or supplied than to-day. 
The daily imports of British war material into France 
last January averaged 11.4 tons per hour; in Septem-, 
ber they had increased to 24.5. The number of broad- 
gauge trains run daily in the war zone with British 
war material numbered 179 in March, 259 in Septem- 
ber. The weekly tonnage of narrow-gauge lines in 
March was 25,000, in September 173,000. The weekly 
average of war material on the canals in the British 
war zone was 24,000 tons in March, 62,000 tons in 
September.” 
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have been criticising the Post Office 
Department recently for its mishandling of mail in- 
tended for members of the American Expeditionary 
Forces, according to the Boston Transcript, declaring 
that mail was going astray and, when delivered, was 
weeks late. Apparently the criticism is justified. The 
Post Office. Department itself admits mistakes and de- 
lays. A personal representative of Mr. Burleson has 
informed the War Department, the Transcript learns, 
that because of an error, bags of mail for one Army 
division were sent to France, only to find two weeks 
later that the division had not left this country and 
would not leave for some time to come, Because of 
this mistake, Mr. Burleson’s representative asked the 
Department to prepare a list of the divisions in France, 
saying post oflice officials had prepared a list which ap- 
parently was inaccurate. Army officers are at work pre- 
paring the list. The Post Office Department is having 
difficulty in sending mail abroad. Some ships of foreign 
registry have declined to take the mail; the irregular 
sailings of vessels flying the Stars and Stripes have 
resulted in numerous delays. In an attempt to de- 
spatch mail more promptly, the Post Office Department 
has asked the Navy Department to turn over four steam 
yachts offered the Government to the Post Office De- 
partment for the transportation of mail. There seems 
to be some doubt whether this request will be granted.

Announcement was made on Oct. 16 that the President 
had officially approved the location at Sheffield, Ala., of 
the initial ammonia and nitric acid plants to be con- 
structed with a part of the $20,000,000 appropriation 
made in the National Defense Act. The selection of this 
location was announced in our issue of Sept. 29. Presi- 
dent Wilson’s approval was conditioned on the fact that 
the necessary land could be obtained “at a reasonable 
price.’ As satisfactory prices have been agreed upon 
for the transfer of the several parcels selected by the 
Army engineers, the location of the nitrate plant ag 
Sheffield may be considered certain. These “initial* 
plants are to be constructed with a view to determining 
the best and most economical process of nitrogen fixation, 
Enough land is being acquired to permit of large ex- 
pansion—by the same ammonia, or other processes—ig 
case expansion is decided upon. Several substantial steel 
buildings are already on the site and these will be utilized 
to save expense and time.

It is stated officially that no appointments have yet 
been made to the “Corps of Military Interpreters,” es 
tablished in G.O. 93, War Dept., July 14, 1917. Re 
sults of the recent examination are being compiled by 
Col. Ralph H. Van Deman (Inf.), who has the orm 
ganization of the new sub-division in charge, and it 
is expected that announcement of appointments will be 
made before the end of the current month.

The act passed at the session of Congress just closed 
which authorizes the President, during the existing 
emergency, to organize provisionally as Field Artillery 
or Infantry such regiments of Cavalry as he may des- 
ignate, provides that immediately after the termination 
of the existing emergency such regiments shall be re- 
organized as Cavalry regiments in accordance with the 
prescribed organization of such regiments, 
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Tn a letter to the Boston Transcript John D. Drum, a 
lawyer of that city, says: “I write to protest against 
the apparently studied attack which you have been mak- 
ing for two or three months past against the War Depart- 
ment and, indirectly, against several of its bureau chiefs. 
Your paper professes to be whole-heartedly in favor of 


the pur of our country in this war. It seems to me 
poor policy under the circumstances, for you to carry on 
such a campaign, the chief result of which will be to 
undermine the confidence of our people in our military 
leaders, who are doing their level best, and who, having 
in mind the serious handicap under which they are labor- 
ing, are, in my opinion, accomplishing magnificent re- 
sults. In the past your columns have frequently pointed 
to the advice of these very men whom you now criticize. 
Your well informed Washington correspondent has, in 
numerous communications, severely berated Congress for 
its failure to make the appropriations asked for by the 
heads of the various bureaus of the War Department. In 
a dispatch from Camp Devens you criticize the War De- 
partment because of the lack of rifles on hand in this 
and other similar camps. General Crozier and other 
officials have, for several years past, and especially since 
the outbreak of the present war, at hearings before mili- 
tary committees of Congress urged upon the legislators 
the need of equipping our gun-making establishments with 
extra machinery necessary to enlarge the output in case 
of emergency, as well as the need of having on hand a 
large reserve supply of both guns and ammunition. Con- 
gress has always turned a deaf ear to their pleas until 
recently. I am not opposed to fair and accurate criti- 
cism of our military leaders; on the contrary, I think it 
will prove helpful. There undoubtedly will be numerous 
occasions for such criticism. ‘What I object to, is un- 
fair criticism based on wrong premises.”

The 345th Infantry, N.A., commanded by Col. John 
O'Shea, raised $93,100 toward the second Liberty Loan, 
tn five hours on Oct. 11. The following day their con- 
tribution was raised above the $100,000 mark—$109,400 
are the exact figures. Colonel O’Shea laid the matter 


before his regiment at one p.m. At 2:30 p.m. the regi- 
ment, officers and men, massed outside of one of the quar- 
ters and were addressed by Lieut. Col. Louis J. Van 
Schaick. Immediately following that enthusiastic meet- 
ing the companies were marched direct to their barracks, 
where the men were invited, but neither urged nor forced, 
to do their bit, in addition to the personal service they 
were rendering. There were no big contributions. Some 
men took two bonds, a very few three or four, but the 
vast majority of the enlisted personnel of the regiment 
and practically «ll of the officers walked up and said, “I 
wan: my bond.” The men who made this fine contribu- 
tion were drawn from the country districts of Arkansas. 
They were the men who ordinarily are not reached by the 
trained speakers who go from one big city to another to 
further the loan. The 345th Infantry is new in the ser- 
vice of its country. It has already written one thing to 
its credit that will be remembered so long as the regi- 
ment endures. 
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The Aeronautical Office of the United States Army at 
104 Broad street, New York city, has made an appeal 
for recruits to go to France immediately as privates in 
the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps to maintain and 
repair airplanes. Major Gen. George O. Squier, Chief 
Signal Officer, U.S.A., has directed that a recruiting 
campaign begin at once, with the object of enlisting a 
total of 100,000 men who will be employed chiefly at the 
hangars of American aviators in keeping flying equip- 
ment in shape. The men called for in this appeal are 
not to act as flyers, but will remain in barracks at the 
aviation fields which are occupied by Americans in 
France. Those who are first to enlist as privates in the 
Aviation Section will go to France very soon. Carpen- 
ters, electricians, mechanics, men familiar with gas 
engines, and others who know how to use their hands are 
asked to enlist at once. If they can pass the physical 
examination they will be accepted at any age between 
eighteen and forty-five years. The pay is $30 a month, 
with an increase for foreign service, and the prospect for 
advancement to better paid non-commissioned ranks are 
particularly good for those who enlist at once. 
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“Very little is heard of the Philippine Scouts out- 
side of the Philippines, in these exciting times,” writes 
an officer of that Service. “But they are still on the 
job. All of the Scout officers are anxious to go to 
France. Particularly the younger officers, and many 
have applied for detail or appointmment in the Na- 
tional Army. The answer to these applications has 
been that the Scout officers are badly needed in the 
Philippines to replace officers of the Regular Service 
who are ordered home for the purpose of training our 
new Army, or words to that effect. Several of the 
officers who were within the age limit have taken the 
examination and have been appointed provisional sec- 
ond lieutenants in the Regular Service and it is not 
surprising that they are making good. The rest of the 
Scout officers, who are debarred from taking the ex- 
amination on account of age or marriage, or both, 
realize that they are doing their bit inasmuch as some- 
one must stay in the Islands, and they will do it cheer- 
fully. What they hope for is recognition.” 
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The prediction that the right recently given to drafted 
medical students would be extended to dental students 
has been borne out. The Provost Marshal General on 


Oct. 11 sent the following telegram to the governors 
of all the states: “All regulations concerning the en- 





listment of medical students in the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps and their continuance in their college course 
while subject to service, shall apply similarly to dental 


students.

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The Attorney General has approved a tentative agree- 
ment under which all aviation patents, including the 
Wright and Curtiss basic patents, will be “pooled” in 
the hands of an airplane manufacturers’ association 
so that they may be used by any producer upon pay- 
ment of a nominal royalty in the form of membership 
fees. This plan is to take the place of the proposed 
purchase by the Government of the Wright patents for 
which $1,000,000 was appropriated last spring. This 
action is expected to remove the restrictions which are 
alleged to have stifled the airplane industry in America. 
The indicated production of Liberty motors i: so large 
that the War Department will approve a request from 
the British government for several thousands of the 
new engines. British observers at Washington have in- 
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formed their government that the Liberty motor de- 
veloped more wer than the newest British engine 
(the Rollsroyce). It is learned that the production is 
to be centered en the twelve-cylinder machine rather 
than the eight.

The Squantum Aviation Field, near Boston, Mass., 
will be the site of the greatest destroyer plant in the 
world, which will be built for the Government by the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Corporation. It was declared 
in Washington that the plant would be nearing comple- 
tion by the end of the year and that the unloading of the 
hundreds 0: thousands of tons of steel, which will be 
used in building forty-six. of the largest, fastest and 
best armed destroyers ever laid down, would begin to 
arrive at the plant not later than Jan. 15 next. Ninety 
million dollars will be expended before the work is com- 
pleted. Not only will the Fore River Company build the 
destroyer plant at Squantum, but it will erect a turbine 
plant at Buffalo, which will cost $2,500,000 and will con- 
struct a boiler plant at Providence, to cost $1,500,000. 
The destroyers’ hulls will be built at Squantum. The 
boilers will be made at Providence, the turbines at Buf- 
falo and will be shipped to Squantum as rapidly as 
completed.

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Elihu Root, in a signed statement addressed to Lieut. 
Gen. S. M. B. Young, U. S. A., president of the Na- 
tional Association for Universal Training, indorses the 
amendment to the draft law proposed by the associa- 
tion. Mr. Root wrote to General Young: “I have just 
examined the article which you sent me urging that the 
United States proceed to follow immediately upon the 
training of the young men obtained under the recent 
registration with the registration and training of the 
young men in the country from nineteen to twenty- 
one. I thoroughly agree with that. ‘The best way to 
shorten the present war is to prepare fully and ade- 
quately to go on with it, and the best way to prevent 
future wars is to make ready for them now. If we 
begin now to register boys of nineteen, they will be 
twenty before they can be got into active service, and 
twenty-one before under your plan they would actually 
be called upon.” 
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Approximately five hundred American coastwise and 
ocean ships of 2,500 tons or over, were commandeered 
on Oct. 15 by the Government. While the Government 
control became effective on that day the ships will con- 
tinue in the same traffic and under the same plans as 
heretofore, until they receive orders to the contrary. 
As requests from the Army, Navy, Allies, and other 
Government sources are passed upon for use of a cer- 
tain amount of tonnage, orders will be telegraphed to 
ships, assigning them to particular service. The order 
requisitions all cargo ships carrying 2,500 tons total 
dead-weight, including bunkers, water, and stores, and 
all passenger steamers of not less than 2,500 tons gross 
register. Approximately four-fifths of the number taken 
over are cargo ships.

With the $50,000 which the foundation ap- 
propriated Sept. 14 its total contribution to the coming 
rare budget for this work is $200,000. The foundation 

as also just contributed $25,000 to assist the Army and 
Navy Commissions on Training Camp Activities in rais- 
ing a supplemental budget of $50,000. This fund will be 
used to meet the traveling and maintenance expenses. 
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The Army and Nevy Veterans, U.S.A., through their 
commander-in-chief, Capt. P. J. Graham, O.R.C., in- 
forms us that the Army and Navy Union is not the only 
body in existence to which volunteers and drafted men are 
eligible to membership. The Army and Navy Veterans, 
United States of America, not only accept those men in 
our organization, but hundreds of officers and enlisted 
men of each body are members of the organization.

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American veterans resident in Germany and Austria, 
whose pensions were interrupted by the break in rela- 
tins between the United States and those countries, 
will soon begin again to receive regular payments.

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WHAT THE SERVICE INSURANCE LAW Dong 


Just what the Service Insurance law does for the 
officers and men of the Army and Navy of the Uniteg 
States, to whom its regulations apply, what its life 
insurance feature costs, and what benefits it will pbrip 
do not seem clear to all of our readers. It should be 
understood that the new law is applicable to the en: 
tire naval and military establishment of the United 
States. The provisions as to allotments and family 
allowances, in the language of the bill, apply “to all 
enlisted men in the military or naval forces of th 
United States.” Compensation for death or disability 
and the insurance provisions apply to every “commis. 
sioned officer and enlisted man or any member of the 
Army Nurse Corps (female) or the Navy Nurse Corps 
(female) when employed in active service under the 
War Department or Navy Department.” This would 
include the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Naval Reserves, National Guard in federal service, anf 
National Army. Provision is made for family alloy. 
ances, for re-education of wounded and crippled, for 
compensation, without cost, in case of death or injury 
and for the additional protection of insurance at very 
small cost. 

Allotments and family allowances, it should be yp. 
derstood, apply only to the enlisted men. Compengy. 
tion for death or disability, however, “resulting from 
personal injury suffered or disease contracted in the 
line of duty” applies to “any commissioned officer or 
enlisted man” and the female nurse corps when jg 
active service. Compensation for death or disability 
is paid by the Government whether a soldier, sajlop 
or nurse is insured or not. It is regarded as an obj. 
gation the country owes the men and women who ar 
fighting for it. The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL printed 
the complete tables of allowances in its issues of Ogt 
6, page 209, and Sept. 29, page 153. We will repeat 
here, as illustrations of how this feature of the lay 
works, that the Bureau of War Risk Insurance yjlj 
pay to the childless widow of a soldier or sailor $3 
a month until her death or remarriage; while a widow 
and one child will be paid $35 a month, the chilis 
allowance continuing until it is eighteen years olf, 
Family conditions then existing enter into the matte 
of these allowances. In case of total disability a 
officer or enlisted man with a wife but no child living 
will receive $45 a month. All the operations of the lay 
are to be conducted by the Bureau of War Risk hp.

The insurance features of the law, unlike the death 
and disability benefits, apply (except as stated further 
on) only to those who indicate a desire to take ad. 
vantage of them. The Bureau of War Risk Insy. 
ance, the law specifies, upon application, and without 


medical examination, shall grant insurance against 
death, or total permanent disability, for not less than 
$1,000 or more than $10,000, upon payment of the 
premiums provided. Application must be made “within 
120 days after enlistment or after entrance into o 


employment in the active service and before discharge 
or resignation ;” except that those now in active war 
service may apply within 120 days after terms of the 
insurance contract are made public; and those in ser 
vice on April 6, 1917, who die or are disabled within 
120 days after such publication are granted insurance 
of $25 a month for disability, for 240 months, without 
having applied for it; or $25 per month upon death, 
to widow or child. The Treasury Department has just 
announced that “the officers and enlisted men of the Army 
and Navy will not enjoy the protection of the very im- 
portant provisions of this act unless they realize fully its 
scope and advantages and secure insurance on or before 
Feb. 12, 1918,-or in the case of any future enlistment 
within four months from the date of such enlistment.” 
A specimen insurance contract has just been made 
publi¢ by the Treasury Department to illustrate the 
cost of insurance to an officer or enlisted man in the 
services together with tables showing the cost of in 
surance for all ages from fifteen to sixty-five, and just 
how the insurance will be paid to the beneficiary of 
the dead soldier or sailor. The specimen contract made 


aes is based on the age of 25 years, and is for 
5,000. The premium for such a contract will be $330 
a month. The insurance will be payable in installments 


of $28.75 a month in ease of death or total disability. 
The public is cautioned to differentiate between the 
premiums and the installments, in which the insurance 
is payable. 


The table given for a $5,000 policy begins with a) 


monthly premium of $3.15 at the age of 15 years, 16 
years, and 17 years; increases to $3.20 per month for 
the ages of 18, 19 and 20, to $3.25 per month for the 
ages of 21, 22, and 23; 
ages of 24 and 25, to $3.35 per month for the ages of 
26 and 27, to $3.40 for the age of 28, to $3.45 pe 


to $3.30 per month for the 


month for the ages of 29 and 30, to $3.50 for the age 9 


31, with progressive increases for ages above thos 
given. The minimum amount of insurance is $1, 
and the maximum is $10,000. 

The insurance issued for any of the following aggre 
gate amounts upon any one life will be converted int 
monthly installments of $5.75 a month for $1,000, $86 
a month for $1,500, $11.50 a month for $2,000, $1438

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THE ARMY’S NEW MOTOR TRUCK. 

The first heavy-duty “War Truck” which the Quar- 
master Corps has been designing since Aug. 1, was as- 
sembled and started running at Lima, Ohio, by the 
Gramm-Bernstein Motor Truck Company on Oct. 7 three 
days ahead of schedule. Another was assembled in Roch- 
ester, N.Y., by the Selden Motor Vehicle Co. on Oct. 10 
and completed and started on the road on the following 
day. Both are the Class B truck designed for three- 
ton load but with capacity for five tons. The assembling 
of these trucks as well as the designing of them sets 
a new record in American production, the first truck 
haying come through three days ahead of the schedule 
set. The two trucks that have been assembled have 
exceeded the expectations of not only Brig. Gen. Chaun- 
cey B. Baker, Q.M.C., who has directed the work, but 
also of the two score of engineers and hundreds of 
draftsmen who worked on the design. Warly tests of 
the engine showed fifty-eigft horsepower at 1350 r.p.m., 
and the engine torque curve is better than anticipated. 
It is now assured that the United States heavy-duty 
War Truck is one of the greatest engineering successes 
of the war, and that it is destined to revolutionize 
Army truck work so far as operation and maintenance 
are concerned, and that the truck will play a large 
part in affecting truck design in commercial circles. 

That the War Department, as well as the members 
of the Society of Automotive Engineers who co-oper- 
ated in the design work, are convinced that the truck 
is right, is shown by the fact that orders for 10,000 
parts for the truck have already been placed, these 
orders including engines, axles and other parts. These 
orders have been widely placed over the industry, three 
or more different companies generally receiving orders 
for each of the different parts. 

Any apprehensions as to the truck beings too heavy 
for its carrying capacity have been dissipated by the 
statement of weights given by those companies build- 
ing the units entering into the first machines. The 
maker who assembled the first truck states that the 
total weight of the chassis without body is 8,500 Ibs., 
which with a 1,600-lb. body will bring the total up 
to only 10,100 Ibs. 

The speed with which the different makers attacked 
their respective tasks and completed them is shown by 
the following: ‘The Continental Motor Manufacturing 
Company, which was one of the several engine pro- 
ducers participating in the program, received blueprints 
on Sept. 9, and had an engine running within nineteen 
days and eighteen hours thereafter. The Waukesha 
Motor Company made a still better record, getting its 
first engine running within eleven days seven and one- 
half hours from the time the blueprints reached its 
factory. These companiés did not have to make all 
the patterns for castings or the dies for forgings, some 
of these having been made previously, but they had 
to do most of the machining and other operations on 
the parts. In developing the engine four or five makers 
co-operated by dividing the different parts between them, 
one making several parts not only for itself but for 
the other engine makers. In this way time was saved. 
The Continental Company made the cylinders, gearcase 
cover and many small parts such as pumps, bushings, 
ete. The Waukesha Company manufactured the cylin- 
der heads, the crankcase, intake and exhaust manifolds, 
roller push-rods, ete. The Wisconsin Company made 
the lower part of the crankcase. In summarizing the 
co-operative talent embodied in the engine, it might 
be said that the crankcase is Continental, the cylinders 
Waukesha, the oiling system a combination of Wis- 
consin and Buda, the pistons Hercules and the timing- 
gear system a combination of Buda, Wisconsin and 
Continental. The governor is a combination of Kelly- 
Springfield and Waukesha. The camshaft is a com- 
posite design, The engine has been designed with the 
thought of using the heavier fuels, the combustion 
chamber and other parts having been designed to meet 
these requirements. 

What has been said of the engine can be said of 
the transmission, the axles, and other parts. Three or 
four of the leading axle makers have worked together 
on the axle designs. So with the transmission. So 
well have all of the engineers co-operated that the 
schedule set for the completion of the different truck 
units, as well as of the completed truck, has been lived 
up to and generally improved upon. The first engines 
built in different factories were to have been delivered 
on September 30 and they were delivered on that date. 
The completed chassis was to have been ready Oct. 10 
and was ready on Oct. 7. 

The Division of Transportation, Q.M.C., is preparing to 
place contracts for about 15,000 of the standardized mili- 
tary trucks, 5,000 to be of Class A and 10,000 of Class B. 
Delivery will be asked to start Jan. 1, 1918, and all the 
machines in this lot will be in the hands of the Govern- 
ment within five months. Orders for the thousands of 
different parts will be spread among at least one hundred 
firms, and the finished parts will be shipped to the chassis 
makers for assembly. Truck companies also will be 
called upon to furnish certain parts and to assemble the 
complete trucks. Prices to be paid will be determined 

y, the Quartermaster Corps from data which is now 
being prepared. It is learned that no employee of a 
manufacturer will be engaged upon this work without the 
approval of the proper officer in General Sharpe's office, 
en so engaged are expected to be exempted—when 
Within the age limit—from military service and under 
any circumstancs will be considered as “attached” to the 
National Army, Q.M.C., although continuing to work in 
Civilian organizations. 

N Carrying out the production work in connection with 





this truck-building program, Majors C. B. Drake, Q.M. 
C.; James A. Furlow, Q.M.O.R.C., and Edward Orton, 
jt., are to act as supervisors. The design work has been 
in charge of Capt. William M. Britton. Six additional 
Supervisors will be appointed to have charge of (1) plant 
survey; (2) raw materials; (3) parts-making plants; 
(4) assembly; (5) inspection, and (6) charts and 
records. The duty of the last named supervisor indicates 
the thoroughness with which the intensive production has 
been planned beforehand. He is to “provide charts record- 
ing the progress of raw and finished products, including 
daily reports of all operations as far as may be necessary 
to keep them up to schedule.” :

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REORGANIZING NATIONAL GUARD DIVISIONS. 

By the direction of Secretary of War Baker, a mem- 
orandum for field officers, on the necessity for reorgan- 
izing the National Guard divisions was sent recently by 
Lieut. Col. H. G. Learnard, Adjutant General, to the 
commanding generals of all National Guard divisions. 
At the time war was declared, the memorandum Says, 
the organization of our Army was based on the idea 
of maneuver warfare, such as we would ordinarily have 
in this country. The French and British Missions and 
General Pershing agree that a radically different or- 
ganization is necessary for most efficient service in 
such trench warfare as in Europe at present. European 
War methods, influencing our organization, were not 
fully developed even up to the time we entered the 
war. The question of reorganizing the Army was a 
Serious one and was not determied upon until it was 
shown to be absolutely necessary under the special con- 
ditions that now confront us. 

Having decided to reorganize, the best method of 
doing it became a serious problem, inasmuch at it was 
realized that if the new divisions were to contain the 
trained officers and men of the old, a readjustment 
of the duties of many officers and some of the organ- 
izations would be necessary. The strength of the new 
division in officers and men does not differ materially 
from the old, but the number and kind of organizations 
are different. For example, the old division had nine 
regiments of infantry, while the new has only four, 
but the new regiment has almost twice the strength 
of the old in officers and men. There are three ma- 
chine gun battalions and a trench mortar battery in 
the new division. These are new organizations which 
do not appear in the old. 

The National Guard divisions have varied in the 
composition of their units, no two being exactly the 
same; most have had an excess of infantry and a 
shortage of artillery. In the reorganization some of 
the regiments have been converted into other units; 
for example, infantry regiments into artillery regiments; 
infantry regiments into machine gun battalions; in some 
cases two regiments have been converted into one while 
others are surplus and maintain their organizations 
virtually complete in officers with a few enlisted men. 
_“It is regretted, of course,” the memorandum con- 
tinues, “that it has been necessary to break up any 
of the National Guard regiments, but there was no 
other way if the officers and men belonging to them 
were to become ua part of the new division. And if 
these divisions which have been designated to go to 
France at an early date are to be composed of trained 
officers and men, the necessity for breaking up some 
of the regiments to obtain them becomes apparent. As 
a result of the reorganization some of the officers, par- 
ticularly in the higher grades, have become surplus, 
but there will be plenty of places for them. It is not 
the intention to demote or discharge any of them, but 
to give all commands or duties commensurate with their 
rank, in the division of which their former organiza- 
tions were a part; so that when their divisions go to 
France, they will go with it, as a part of it. Until 
their divisions go to France, they will be attached to 
organizations, or assigned appropriate duties by the 
War Department or division commanders. Neither is 
it the intention that non-commissioned officers shall be 
demoted or reduced; but all will be given duties ap- 
propriate to their grades. 

“In the formation of an Army a great many more 
troops are required than are incorporated in the di- 
visions. ‘These are known as Army and Corps Troops. 
It is planned that the National Guard shall furnish its 
share of the Corps and Army Troops. It is the inten- 
tion to keep intact these regiments which are virtually 
complete in officers and have a skeleton of enlisted men, 
send recruits to them and fit them for Corps and Army 
Troops. While regiments that are utilized for this pur- 
pose do not form a part of the divisional organizations, 
they will be assigned, when used as Corps Troops, to 
the corps of which their old division is a part. Regi- 
ments assigned to Army Troops, naturally, must be in- 
dependent of other organizations, but they will have 
the advantage of keeping intact and maintaining and 
transmitting their names and traditions. 

“The subject of providing trained officers and men to 
replace losses at the front is a very important one. 
Our new scheme of organization provides a number of 
training battalions“ combined into depot brigades for 
the replacement of all losses. A certain number of 
officers will be required at those depots for training 
purposes. At first, it is the intention to assign officers 
to these duties whose experience and ability fit them 
for training others; and later to send them to the front, 
their places in the training depot being taken by officers 
who have had service at the front. -Many of the latter 
will be officers who have been invalided home and in- 
capacitated for duty at the front, but whose services 
can be made good use of at the training depots. It 
is desirable, and may be found practicable, to send 
some of the officers who are to go to depot brigades in 
the beginning, to the front for a few weeks’ observa- 
tion and experience in order that they will be able to 
more efficiently supervise the training at the depots. 
All military men appreciate the necessity of having 
training units for replacing losses. As a matter of 
course, the National Guard divisions must furnish offi- 
cers and men for this purpose; but as indicated above, 
details of this duty will not be permanent. All will 
have an opportunity for service in France. 

“Training Schools for American officers are being es- 
tablished in France. It is the intention to have the 
National Guard divisions furnish their proportionate 
share of officers to attend these schools. These schools 
provide courses for field officers as well as for the 
lower grades. Some of the officers for this purpose 
may be sent ahead of the divisions and join them when 
the latter arrive, when a new detail from. the divisions 
will be sent to the schools. By utilizing the surplus 
officers in this way the organizations in the divisions 
will not be depleted to any great extent of their quota 





of officers while furnishing officers for school and train- 
ing purposes. 

. the War Department is in the midst of the orgaa- 
ization of the National Army and the reorganization of 
& majority of the divisions of the National Guard. 
Naturally existing conditions cannot be entirely satis- 
factory to all at present, but it is believed our forces 
will ultimately be completed in a way that should in- 
sure military efficiency and general satisfaction.”

REIMBURSEMENT, LOST PROPERTY IN NAVY. 

The bill H.R. 5647, signed by the President on Oct. 
6, provides for reimbursement of officers, enlisted men 
and others in the Navy and Marine Corps for prop- 
erty lost or destroyed in the naval service. The pro- 
visions of the act follow: 





The Paymaster General of the Navy is authorized 
and directed to reimburse such officers, enlisted men, 
and others in the naval service of U.S. as may have 
suffered, or may hereafter suffer, loss or destruction of 
of damage to their personal property and effects in the 
naval service due to operations of war cr by shipwreck 
or other marine disaster when such loss, destruction, 
or damage was without fault or negligence on part of 
claimant, or where private property so lost, destroyed, 
or damaged was shipped on board an unseaworthy ves- 
sel by order of an officer authorized to give such order 
or direct such shipment, or where it appears that loss, 
destruction, or damage of or to private property of 
claimant was in consequence of his having given his 
attention to saving of lives of others or of property be- 
longing to U.S. which was in danger at same time and 
under similar circumstances. And liability of Govern- 
ment under this act shall be limited to such articles of 
personal property as Chief of Bureau of Navigation 
of Navy Department, with reference to personnel of 
Navy, or Major General Commandant of Marine Corps, 
with reference to personnel of that corps, in his discre- 
tion, shall decide to be reasonable, useful, and proper for 
such officer, enlisted man, or other person while engaged 
in public service in line of duty, and certificate of said 
chief of Bureau or Major General Commandant, as the 
case may be, shall be sufficient voucher for and shall be 
final as to all matters necessary to establishment and 
payment or settlement of any claim filed hereunder; and 
action of Chief of Bureau or Major General Commanéant, 
as case may be, upon all claims arising under this act 
shall be final, and no right to prosecute a claim or action 
in Court of Claims or in any other court of U.S., or 
before any accounting officer of the United States, or 
elsewhere, except as herein provided, shall accrue to any 
person by virtue of this act. 

The liability of the Government under this act shall 
be limited to such articles of personal property as are 
required by the Naval Regulations and in force at time of 
loss or destruction for such officers, petty officers, seamen, 
or others engaged in the public service in line of duty. 

With reference to claims of persons in the Marine 
Corps filed under the terms of this act the paymaster of 
Marine Corps shall make reimbursement in money and 
the quartermaster of Marine Corps shall make reim- 
bursement in kind herein provided for. 

All claims now existing under this act shall be pre- 
sented within two years from passage hereof and not 
thereafter; and all such claims hereafter arising shall 
be presented within two years from occurrence of the 
loss, destruction, or damage. The term “in the naval 
service” as herein employed shall be held to include ser- 
vice performed on board any vessel, whether of the Navy 
or not, provided claimant is serving on such vessel pur- 
suant to orders of duly constituted naval authority. All 
claimants under this act shall be required to submit their 
claims in writing and under oath to Chief of Bureau of 
Navigation or Major General Commandant, as case may 
be. Claims arising in manner indicated in this act and 
which have been settled under terms of previously exist- 
ing law shall be regarded as finally determined and no 
other or further right of recovery under provisions hereof 
shall accrue to persons who have submitted such claims 
as aforesaid. 

Sections 288, 289 and 290, Revised Statutes, and Act 
of March 2, 1895 (28 Stat., p. 962), are hereby repealed. 

Reimbursement for loss, destruction, or damage sus- 
tained and determined as herein provided shall be made 
in kind for such articles as are customarily issued to the 
Service and shall be made in money for other articles 
at valuation thereof at time of their loss, destruction, or 
damage. . 9 

The provisions of this act shall apply to the personnel 
of Coast Guard in like manner as to personnel of Navy, 
whether Coast Guard is operating under the Treasury 
Department or operating as part of Navy, and all duties 
which, under this act, devolve upon the Major General 
Commandant of the Marine Corps with reference to per- 
sonnel of that corps shall devolve upon Captain Com- 
mandant of Coast Guard, and in cases involving persons 
in the Coast Guard reimbursement in money shall be 
made by a disbursing officer of Coast Guard from the ap- 
propriation “Coast Guard” and reimbursement in kind 
shall be made by the Captain Commandant from the 
appropriation- “Coast Guard.”

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THE DUTY OF THOSE AT HOME. 


A letter from an officer of our Service in France to his 
mother, from which we are permitted to make the follow- 
ing extract, well expresses the feeling of those at the 
front as to their part and the part of those at home in the 
great struggle upon which this country has entered. 

“At this distance there are a number of different feel- 
ings resulting, doubtless, from the changed horizon. When- 
ever my thoughts go back over causes and consequences, 
start and finish, the cause seems more unavoidable and 
the effort more worth while. And of those on this side, 
whose work may some day partake of the glory of war, 
and its distress too, I doubt there is one who would not 
agree to the statement that the individual at home can do 
more, simply as a single member of the Republic, than 
any man here can be certain of doing. In America there 
must arise that all powerful and untiring driving force, 
which fears no obstacle and admits of no defeat. 

“As far as my personal beliefs go, I feel myself only 
an envoy. We cannot call. We cannot act and have the 
nation follow us then. The imp must rise in the 
West. Of course, there is no reason, there is no cause 
for this belief, unless it be a realization of the size of 
the task and a better appreciation, as a result of a closer 
view. History has shown that we sometimes fall off ia 
heat, after the first big drive, and if that is to be 
then that first big impulse must reach guch limits 
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passion or hatred may change as they will, thereafter, 
and the effect be nil. 

“That is the hardest task of all; and it is yours and 
father’s and all the other mothers and fathers of the 
Union. Gather, now, that momentum which will carry 
you through to the end. Those who stay at home have 
the brunt to bear. Our cosmos is filled with new ideas, 
ecenes and anticipations, while from yours much is with- 
drawn. We have the counter-balance and you have not.”

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IN JUSTICE TO JUDGE HOWE. 


Capt. C. S. McNeill, 8th Cav., as we noted in our 
issue of Sept. 29, recently wrote to the El Paso Herald 
in protest against the reported action of Judge W. D. 
Howe, of the 34th District court, El] Paso Texas. Ac 
cording to press account Judge Howe had dismissed 
a charge of robbery against a prisoner before him, ex- 
pressing the opinion that sufficient punishment had 
been meted out to the prisoner, “especially if the man 
would become a soldier.” We are glad to learn in a 
Ketter received from Judge Howe that there was no 
foundation in fact for the report of such action by 
him. The case was dismissed, he says, because the 
district attorney said that there was not sufficient evi- 
dence that the prisoner committed any crime. The 
newspaper story that Judge Howe recommended that 
he become a soldier was pure invention. The state- 
ment was made by the defendant’s attorney that the 
accused had perfected arrangements to enlist in the 
Army after the facts in the case had been detailed to 
a recruiting officer. Judge Howe, who writes from 
Paso under date of Oct. 9, adds: “I told his attorney 
that I had no control over the accused after the dis- 
missal and that the case was being dismissed solely 
on the grounds that there was no sufficient evidence 
to conyict, stating also that if the accused was guilty 
ef the crime with which he was charged, it was ‘put- 
ting up a hard job on the Army.’ Such are the facts 
in the case. Now permit me to state the following: 

“Few men, and fewer officials, in civil life, have a 
higher regard for the Army than I have. I am a son 
of the late Brig. Gen. Walter Howe, U.S.A., and a 
brother of Comdr. A. G. Howe, U.S.N. I was brought 
up in the Army and have always regarded the Ameri- 
can Army officer as probably the highest type of Ameri- 
¢an manhood. Your editorial has been read by persons 
who kaew me as a baby and who were warm personal 
friends of my father, and, inasmuch as it is based 
on a false statement of fact, it has hurt me cuety. 
My friends have frequently twitted me with the fact 
that I have, in season and out of season, defended both 
the rank and the file of the Army from slurs and at- 
tacks upon them and the statement has been made that 
I am unduly biased in favor of any witnesses who wear 
the uniform of the Service. I have uniformly refused 
to dismiss cases or allow them to be dismissed on the 
ground that the accused desired to or would enlist be- 
eause it has always seemed improper to me that such 
men should be in the Service. 

“J had never read or seen the reporter’s statement 
en which Captain McNeill’s original letter to the Herald 
was based. People who read the El Paso Herald know 
me fairly well and I did not deem it necessary to reply 
but when he attacks me through your editorial columns 
im a paper which goes to persons for whom I have 

ways had the highest regard and affection, it would 

unjust to myself and to my family to remain silent. 
Captain McNeill also animadverts upon the new ‘uni- 
form’ prescribed by the sheriff for the prisoners in 
jail. This so-called uniform consists of yellowish khaki 
trousers and jacket. Personally, I should consider it 
more or less of an insult to the Army to think that 
the jail ‘uniform’ resembled that worn by the enlisted 
men of the Army. = 

“That we are ignorant of many military laws we 
freely grant but that we have endeavored, at any time, 
to place or have placed in the Army men of bad moral 
character or men who were unworthy to be soldiers, 
we most strenuously deny.” 








ADMIRAL CLARK’S LIFE IN THE NAVY. 


There seems to be a natural law that the life of a sea- 
man makes for directness of vision and simplicity of 
thought and expression. Dana proved this in his nautical 
classic “Two Years Before the Mast” and a Navy officer 
demonstrates this once again in “My Fifty Years in the 
Navy,” written by Rear Admiral Charles E. Clark, 
U.S.N., and just published by Little, Brown and Com- 
pany, of Boston, it being one of the curious coincidences 
of life that the present home of that firm of publishers, 
34 Beacon street, was the birthplace of Mrs. Clark’s 
mother. 

Admiral Clark’s five decades in the Navy covered the 
period, to paraphrase Mahan, “from wood to steel,” for 
when he went to Annapolis in the spring of 1860—having 
been appointed from Vermont by Congressman Morrill— 
the histeric frigate Constitution was not only the school- 
ship, but was the living quarters for the Fourth Class. 
Capt. George S. Blake was the Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy in those days, Admiral Clark describing 
him as “a portly old gentleman who had a habit of plac- 
ing his hand upon his stomach and remarking impres- 
sively: ‘I can lay my hand upon my heart and say I 
never wronged a midshipman.’” The writer pays a 
tribute to the then Lieut. John H. Upshur, second in 
command on the Constitution, and to the lovely Mrs 
Upshur for her kindness to lonely, homesick boys at the 
Academy. The late Rear Admiral Stephen B. Luce was 
one of the academic staff at that time, as was Lieutenant 
Flusser who was killed in the Civil War so soon to 
break out and disrupt the routine life of Annapolis. 
There are vivid pictures of the stir created at the Naval 
Academy by the outbreak of the war and Admiral Clark 
quotes a patriotic speech made by the late Admiral Samp- 
son, then the ranking cadet officer, who said to a South- 
ern sympathizer apropos of a statement that Baltimore 
would not permit Northern troops to march through it, 
“then the North will march over Baltimore—or where it 
stood.” He describes the voyage of the Constitution, in 
tow, up to New York and eventually to, Newport, where 
the Naval Academy was established and where they had 
awe ea cruises on the sloops-of-war John Adams and 
Marion, which hed a habit of going aground in Narra- 
gansett Bay just as Navy vessels have occasionally been 
doing cver since. Prince Pierre d'Orleans was one of 
Admiral Clark’s classmates and was familiarly addressed 
as “Pete.” Lieuts. Alfred T. Mahan and EF. O. Mat- 
thews were instructors during the writer's time at New- 
port, and Admiral Clark tells a group of very amusing 
yarns of Lieutenant Matthews and expresses his admira- 
tion for Admiral Mahan’s character and attainments. 

Following the customary cruise to Europe, Admiral 


Clark began his actual sea duty as an officer of the U.S. 
Navy on board the U.S.S. Ossipee, Western Gulf Block- 
ading Squadron. Being in the gulf it was not long be- 
fore duty led him to Pensacola, where he had his first 
interview with Admiral Farragut, which the writer tells 
with inimitable spirit. This is, in fact, only one of a 
host of good stories in the book; some of them may be 
well known among older officers in the Service, but they 
must be new to the youngsters and will be heartily en- 
joyed by every reader.- Admiral Clark retells the story 
of Farragut at Mobile and makes it seem like a new- 
told tale. Among Admiral Clark’s other tours of duty 
was one on the Vanderbilt around South America, where 
he was witness to the bombardment of Valparaiso by the 
French—in which chapter he gives a charming pen study 
of Commodore John Rodgers; then on the Suwanee which 
was wrecked near Vancouver Island. It was on the con- 
clusion of this cruise, in 1869, that he married Louisa 
Davis at Greenfield, Mass., the local paper describing him 
as “lieutenant commanding the U.S. Navy.” Followed 
tours of duty at the Naval Academy, on the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, surveying work on the Ranger in the Pacific, on the 
Behring Sea patrol and then finally to his appointment 
to command of the Oregon of famous memory. Admiral 
Clark’s description of “The Oregon’s Race,” that im- 
mortal run which brought him up to Cuba in time to 
end it in a blaze of glory before Santiago, concerns him- 
self little, his praise being all for the ship and the loy- 
alty and devotion of his officers and men. What trying 
burdens and responsibilities governments put on naval 
officers is shown by the dispatches sent him by the Navy 
Department while he was at Rio Janeiro, one of which 
left it to his discretion as to where he was to go “or if 
it be considered as a last resort and can rely upon Bra- 
zilian protection may remain there under plea of re- 
pairs.” Admiral Clark’s answer to this was to found in 
the work of the Oregon off Santiago whose story he tells 
with the simple directness that marks every page of this 
fascinating narrative; and with admirable discretion, he 
admits no controversial matter into his tale of that gal- 
lant and victorious engagement. 

Admiral Clark brings his tale to a conclusion by repro- 
ducing a naive account of the run of the Oregon written 
by a marine on the ship who was one of his cabin orderlies 
ind which is full of whole-souled admiration for his com- 
mander, whom he refers to as “a brave man, he stud 
on the forward 13-inch turret through the  thick- 
est of this fight and directed his ship to the final results.” 
Admiral Clark’s f-otnotes are so up-to-date that he in- 
cludes among them the work of Rear Admiral Glennon 
in subduing a mutiny among the Russian sailors in the 
Black Sea fleet last June. 


STATUS OF RESERVE CORPS OFFICERS. 
To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Early in 1916 I was proffered a commission in “The 
Medical Reserve Corps,” then so designated, and shortly 
afterwards, was by my own consent, ordered into active 
service. Then, no less than now, the Medical Depart- 
ment was a component unit in and of the Regular Army 
of the United States, and Section 7 of the Act of April 
23, 1908, gave to the Medical Reserve officers all the 
“authority, rights and privileges of commissioned officers 
of like grade, except promotion, when called into and 
during the period of active duty.” The Manual of the 
Medical Department, Subsection 1, Paragraph 533, de- 
fining the constituent elements of the department, states 
that it is composed of “medical officers of the Regular 
Army including officers of the Medical Reserve Corps.” 
It elearly follows, then, that being an officer of the Medi- 
cal Reserve Corps on active duty I was a medical officer 
of the Regular Army and consequently an officer of the 
Regular Army. 

Early in 1917, while still in active service (as I have 
been continuously since entering), I was proffered a com- 
mission in the Medical Section of what the Act of June 3, 
1916, designates as “The Officers’ Reserve Corps of the 
Regular Army.” I accepted it and my service was un- 
interrupted. This corps (note its title) was formed in 
accordance with Section 37 of the Act of June 3, 1916, 
which reads: “For the purpose of securing a reserve of 
officers available as temporary officers in the Regular 
Army, there shall be organized an Officers’ Reserve Corps 
of the Regular Army.” So my second commission dis- 
tinctly and unmistakably placed me in the Regular Army 
in the Medical Department thereof and I am still, ag 
before, an officer of the Regular Army. Section 2 of the 
act quoted states that the Medical Department is a com- 
ponent element of the Regular Army. 

There are, however, two important advantages in my 
later commission. In the original Medical Reserve Corps 
there were two limitations which are eliminated in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. In the Act of April 23, 1908, 
constituting the original Medical Reserve Corps, there 
was a_provision that “Officers of the Medical Reserve 
Corps shall rank next below all other officers of the like 
grade in the United States Army,” and promotion above 
the entering grade of first lieutenant was denied them. 
The original Medical Reserve Corps was legislated out of 
existence by the Act of June 3, 1916, by the definite 
statement that on June 3, 1917, it should “cease to exist.” 
Naturally with its cessation of existence perished also 
these limitations, unless some express proviso in some 
other act should recreate them. Such resurrection has 
not occurred. On the contrary, the Act of June 3, 1916 
(Section 38) expressly provides that “While such Re- 
serve officers are on such service” (active service) “they 
shall, by virtue of their commissions as Reserve officers, 
exercise command according to their grade and rank in 
the organizations” (whether Medical Department, Quar- 
termaster or any other department) “to which they may 
be assigned.” And again: “Officers so ordered to active 
service shall take temporary rank among themselves and 
in their grades in the organizations to which assigned, 
according to the dates of orders placing them on active 
service and they may be promoted in accordance with 
such rank to temporary vacancies in the Regular Army 
thereafter occurring in the organizations in which they 
may be serving.” “Temporary rank” and temporary pro- 
motions because they hold temporary and not permanent 
commissions. The rank in his grade, then, of an officer, 
whether of the Medical Corps or the Medical Section of 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps of the Regular Army is de- 
termined by the date of the order placing him in active 
service in that grade and is not influenced by his being 
in one or the other of these two divisions of the Medical 
Department. That distinction is as dead as the original 
Medical Reserve Corps. I no longer “rank below all 
other officers of like grade in the United States Army.” 

In the JourNAL of Sept. 22, 1917, there was a para- 
graph stating that an undesignated “high authority” had 
intimated that a second lieutenant graduated from West 
Point yesterday would rank a Reserve officer of the same 
grade who had been in active service a year. The highest 
authority is the law and it is quoted above. The same un- 
named “bigh authority,” you state, intimated that Re- 





serve officers of the Regular Army are not in the Regulap 
Army and in the first class, but are in the second ¢lass of 
the two classes defined in the 119th Article of War: The 
first class consists of “officers of the Regular Army,” the 
second class, “officers of forces drafted or called into the 
service of the United States.” It is apparent from hat 
has been quoted of the law that an officer of “The Re. 
serve Corps of the Regular Army” (which corps, it states 
is organized in the Regular Army), whose grade and 
rank and entitlement to all the rights, privileges ang 
allowances of the Regular Army officer are defined that 
being designated by law as in the Regular Army and as 
an officer of the Regular Army is in the Regular Army 
and an officer of the Regular Army. 

And by what possible construction can I or any Re- 
serve officer of the Regular Army be contorted into the 
second class? Am I an “officer of a force drafted” into 
service? Certainly not. Am I an “officer of a foreg 
called into service?” Certainly not. Was I apart from 


any association with any “force,” ever “drafted” op 
“called” into service individually? Most certainly not 
I was proffered a commission in the Regular Army. ac. 
cepted it and while an officer of the Regular Arm) not 
on active duty, was ordered into active duty. By no pos 
sible torture of words am I in the second class and by 
any fair acceptance of clearly expressed law, I am i the 
first class, and, as stated in the Article of War quoted 
consequently rank and have precedence of any officer of 
my grade in the second class “without regard to date of 


rank or commission.” Article 10 of Army Regulationg 


clearly expresses the same rule as to rank and precedence, 

The Act of June 3, 1916, is the law. It is more than 
that, it has a moral value. It is the assurance, the prom. 
ise, the pledged word of the Government of the United 
States to those whom it has been assiduously and most 
persistently urging to enter its service as to what their 


rights and privileges would be should they comply with its 


solicitations. Having induced them to enter its service 
it cannot now stultify itself by, in effect, saying to them 
“We have you now. You will have to take whatever we 
give you. As to the law, what more is that than g 
‘scrap of paper? ” 

Again, the highest authority is the law, and, as a last 
resort, the Court of Claims is open. 

“AN OFFICER OF THE REGULAR ARMY.” 





WEST POINTER AND PROVISIONAL. 
To THE EpiroR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In reply to Provisional Lieutenant’s letter in your issue 
of Sept. 29, I desire to bring forth several items of ip. 
terest to such as may not understand the value of a West 
Point education, or the efficiency of its officers. The 
provisional lieutenant is on probation; no one knows his 
worth—it will take two years to prove whether or not 
he is capable of holding commission. Every West 
Pointer is tested by four years of difficult work, ex. 
treme self-denial and laudible application. The West 


Pointer must have specialized or been a marvel in mathe 
matics or he could never have passed those entrance ex. 
aminations which, in themselves, are harder than the 
examination taken by the provisional lieutenant in order 


to obtain his commission. 

Provisional Lieutenant compares his four years at cok 
lege—it is no parallel at all. He does not realize that 
out of the West Pointer’s 1,855 days between the June 


he enters and the June, fours years later, when he gradu. 
ates, only 101 are days of vacation! Provisiona! Liev- 
tenant had at least 380 days of absolute vacation, not 
including a day off here or a week-end there. A West 
Pointer spends three out of four summers at the Acad- 
emy in purely military drills, practice marches, etc. He 
leaves the reservation only for two Navy games, one week 
to some Coast Artillery post for practical instruction, and 
for several practice marches during his entire course 
(also the 101 days). Of the 101 days, a West Pointer 
is only reasonably sure of getting eighty, and has to be 
excellent in every thing three successive years to get the 
other twenty-one days. His four years are spent in exact. 


ing discipline as to accuracy, appearance, precisio: 
Yes, a large part of the four-year course is spent in 
“ordinary collegiate work,” but besides he works for three 


summers on purely military subjects, lives in military 
discipline every day for four years, drills and parades 
daily, except in inclement weather, and works so much 
longer daily than any college man ever did that he is 
able to get “profound knowledge of military subjects,” 
and inbred discipline to such that provisional lieutenants 
never equal. The West Pointer lives simply in scrupu- 
lous cleanliness, with his mind always on work. He 
works from six a.m. till ten p.m. daily, and his total 
free time when he is not at drill study or recitation daily, 
amounts to from thirty minutes to one hour. The re 
mainder of the time is spent at work. 

Any one can be a leader of men who has any little 
ability but it takes training and years of it to make a 
leader of soldiers—in whom the soldiers have confidence 
—they follow and believe in a West Pointer because he 


has proven his worth since 1802. 

Provisional Lieutenant calls us “boys”; well, half of 
the “boys” of 1917 can tie him up so fast in battalion ma- 
neuvers that he will have to hand his company to a ser 
geant for repairs. They can walk him off his feet, ride 
with him till he collapses, beat him at rifle practice, 
equal him with a .45 pistol, or make him dizzy with a 
bayonet, foil or broadsword. 

The. Reserve officers I have seen, and provisionals, are 
as a rule, well educated, good men, and will probably be 
excellent officers, but now they do not know company 
movements. A West Pointer knows every step in thé 
organization of a company and can make out all the 
company papers—Provisional Lieutenant cannot 4d 
that, or could not do it when he entered the Army. 
might refer you to a cadet register if you desire to 
know the few military subjects we take up, to a schedule 
of drills to see where and when we learn to command.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Oct. 11-18.) 





FLANDERS AND THE WESTERN FRONT. 


iu the face of céld rains, the obstacle of mud and thick 
dark weather with ever briefer hours of daylight, the 
British are keeping up their task of battering a way 
toward Roulers. They have added to their gains of 
Oct. 4 and 9 a further advance, effected on Oct. 12 amid 
the worst of weather conditions. The progress during 
October has been made under the same circumstances 
that brought to a halt the offensive around Lens in 
October, 1915, and slowed down that of the Somme in 
October, 1916. The question how it comes that the Brit- 
ish are now able to improve on their earlier results under 
like conditions finds an answer partly in the deterioration 
of the relative strength of the enemy, and partly in the 
fact that the British and their French allies in Flanders 
have made extensive preparation for the task of pushing 
forward in wet weather over muddy and sodden ground. 
The problems of road building, of feeding men and am- 
munition up to the front through the waste of trampled 
mud in the rear and of supplying food and shelter for 
the front line have been worked out to a point making it 
practicable to continue. Thanks to the new aurrange- 
ments, the men who spent thé night of the 11th and 12th 
on the front, awaiting the word to attack at daybreak, 
are reported at least partly to have been covered by 
bivouae tents, pitched after nightfall within short rifle 
range of the enemy, and to have been supplied with warm 
drinks, so that they might enter the combat in fitter 
condition for the work. ‘These details are typical of the 


kind of preparation essential to overcoming the obstacles 
which would otherwise leave the attacking units practi- 
cally cut off, doomed to weaken from sheer exhaustion. 
‘he British attack of Oct. 12 was launched at 5:25 
a.m. on a front of about five miles, extending from south 


of Paschendaele northwestward to a point north of 
Poelcapelle. Toward the former town and north of the 
latter, the front was advanced several hundred yards in 
the course of the day’s fighting. The supporting artil- 
lery seems to have been able to render less assistance 
than in the preceding attacks of the present month, but 
doubtless the handicap of thick etmosphere checked the 
artillery of the opponent as well, for the reports of the 
engagement indicated that the losses from artillery were 
relatively slight, and that the chief reliance of the enemy 
was in the numerous machine-gun ambushes seattered 
about the area of the attack. The German infantry 
played no active part in the defense save in scattered 
detachments, and the number of prisoners taken amounted 
only to 741, No German counter-attacks were delivered 
until the evening, when two attempts, on either side of 
the Paschendaele ridge were driven back before they could 
impair the new line. 

Several days of comparative quiet followed, during 
which the British had time to organize the defense of 


the occupied ground. The German artillery seized the 
opportunity of more favorable weather to deliver an in- 
tense fire on several occasions, upon the British trenches. 
On the night of Oct. 13 the Germans renewed the in- 


fantry attack north of Poelcapelle, without success. The 
British guns took up the work of shelling the opposing 
batteries as soon as the conditions permitted, and the 
cycle of preparation for a new advance commenced. 

In Flanders outside the operations on the Ypres- 
Roulers line of advance, the hostilities were of minor im- 





portance. The French west of the British offensive front 
sustained one severe attack near Draeibank, but were 
not disturbed in that part of their line skirting the south- 
ern border of the Houthulst forest stronghold. Five 
miles south of Paschendaele, the British to the west of 
Becelaere were attacked on the 13th, and south of Brood- 


seinde their position running southward along the ridge 
was subjected to a heavy artillery fire on the 14th. The 
British north of Lens made two successful raids on the 
ene lines, and raided also in the Arras region, near 
Mouchy and Roeux. According to the accounts of cer- 
tain German prisoners the Germans have built a dam 
to stop the Yser above Nieuport, hoping to flood the flat 
territory between the coast and the Paschendaele ridge, 
in imitation of the flooding operations which checked the 
Germans in the same region in the first Ypres battle in 
November, 1914. ‘The British effected another raid, car- 
ried out by London regiments in the neighborhood of 
Gavrelle, on the night of the 17th while on the front east 
of Ypres the Germans increased their cannonade of pre- 
ceding nights against the British heights positions, each 
side apparently testing the other for signs of a weakening 
hold. Haig’s artillery fire northeast of Ypres continued 
its work of demolition. . 

On the French front the Germans renewed their at- 
tacks at points in the Aisne and Champagne regions. A 
series of attacks carried out on Oct. 12 failed to reach 
the French positions at any point. On the 16th one of a 
series of surprise attacks in the Aisne region gained the 
Germans the temporary possession. of French advanced 
positions south of Courtecon. The Germans were soon 
afterward ejected. The German artillery was at times 
active again at a number of points. The artillery north 
of Verdun became active on the night of Oct. 16. 


GERMANY SEIZES RIGA GULF ISLAND. 


A German expedition dispatched by sea, with a strong 
naval escort, has seized the greater part of Oesel Island, 
capturing a considerable part of the Russian forces de- 
fending it, driving another portion westward to Moon 
Island and isolating the remainder on the western ex- 
tremity of Oesel. This island bounds the Gulf of Riga 
on the north separating it from the Baltic Sea by the 






barrier of some fifty miles of coast. Its possession is 
desirable to the Germans primarily for the purpose of 
enabling them to take naval possession of the gulf, from 
which their ships have hitherto been excluded. The Rus- 
Sian defenses at the west end of the island prevented the 
k le passage of the channel into the gulf from the 





Ba tic. Once these defenses were reduced the German 
fleet had free access to Riga and opportunity to operate 
at will against the towns on the western coast, remaining 
in Russian hands. Petrograd is apprehensive further- 
more that the Oesel operation may be the preliminary to 
4 German advance upon Petrograd along the line of the 
Est an coast of the Finnish Gulf.

uger cover of atmospheric conditions of low visibility, 


the Russian mines protecting the coast against approach 


were removed. On Oct. 12, under the protection of fire 
from the warships, the German transports landed troops 
in Tagga Bay, while a smaller force made a demonstra- 
tion by landing on Dagoe Island, to the northeast. The 
latter force was driven off. The main operation of land- 
ing on Oecsel Island was meantime successfully accom- 
plished without important Russian interference on sea 
or land. The Germans moved rapidly southward across 
the island and entered the chief town, Arensberg, on the 
gulf coast at seven p.m. on Oct. 13. Simultaneously 
they made an attempt to land at the eastern end of the 
isle, where a causeway leads across to Moon _ Isl- 
and. Here they were repulsed, according to Petro- 
grad. A considerable part of the garrison, fleeing west- 
ward, were thus enabled to find refuge on Moon Island. 
The main German force turned westward driving back 
a Russian group down the Svorb Peninsula toward the 
town of Cvel and the Russian fortifications commanding 
the straits. Up to this stage the Germans, according to 
the Berlin announcement, had taken about 3,500 pris- 
oners. 

Russian torpedoboats lying in the Soela Sound, be 
tween Oesel and Dagoe Islands, met and drove back a 
German naval force of twelve torpedoboats and one battle- 
ship. The German torpedoboats, under protection of the 
battleship’s fire entered the sound on Oct. 14. In the 
engagement that followed, Russian statements admit that 
the torpedoboat Grom was sunk, but claims that the 
German squadron was turned back. The Russian 
Premier, Kerensky, issued an appeal to the fleet at 
Kronstadt to put out into the Baltic and meet the Ger- 
man vessels, in the hope of driving them back from the 
neighborhood of the island. The fleet, however, re- 
mained inaetive at its base. The Russian war vessels 
in Soela Sound belonged to the portion of the fleet 
lately stationed in the Riga Gulf. A considerable amount 
of shipping was understood to have escaped from Riga 
at the time of its capture by the Germans, and it is sup- 
posed now to be lying in the gulf waters, owing to the 
difficulty of passing through the German fleet patrolling 
the Baltic waters. 

That part of the Russian mainland that lies east of 
Oesel Island is but little nearer to Petrograd than are 
the Germans in the Riga region. The distance to be 
traversed is about 250 miles. The Russian fortified port 
of Revel and the historic defensive point of Narva, famous 
for the battle that Charles XII. of Sweden won over 
Peter the Great, interpose barriers to an advance along 
the Guif_of Finland coast. Apart from any designs on 
Petrograd, however, the Germans may hope from their 
present success to gain command of the Gulf of Riga and 
a portion or all of its eastern shore, with the port of 
Pernigel. They already hold the western shore in its 
entirety. Apart from shipping spoils, such a gain would 
put them in full possession of the marine facilities of 
Riga itself without which the city is of little value to 
them, either to retain or to offer in any future peace 
negotiations that they hope to undertake. The conquest 
of Oesel is therefore important, first of all, as a round- 
ing out of the Riga operation. The operation required 
only a small force, probably not exceeding two or three 
army divisions at the most. In execution the land por- 
tion of the enterprise was hardly more than a detail 
operation, making slight demand on the German supply 
of troops, while in its effect it may greatly enhance the 
success at Riga. The German fileet’s activity comes as 
the sequel to the successful suppression of a mutinous 
agitation which though announced only during the past 
week occurred some seven weeks ago. 

On Oct. 17 the Berlin statement reported that the 
western extremity of Oesel Island had, in turn, fallen 
into their hands, with 1,100 more prisoners, leaving them 
in complete possession of the island. As soon as the 
Svorb Peninsula had fallen a German battleship squad- 
ron forced its way into the gulf, while another division 
of the fleet hunted down the Russian naval force at 
refuge in Moon Sound, northeast of Oesel. The Rus- 
sians though overmatched fought their ships, losing the 
Slava, a 13,500-ton battleship built in 1905, which was 
sunk in action. The occupation of the Riga Gulf waters 
was in full progress on Oct. 18, 

On the greater part of the eastern front quiet has pre- 
vailed. At Jakobstadt, on the Dvina river, the activity 
of the German artillery has lately been senewed, sug- 
gesting the possibility of new German moves in this 
quarter. 


ITALIAN, MACEDONIAN AND TUBKISH FRONTS. 


On the Isonzo front the situation remains compara- 
tively quiet. Occasional attacks of a minor character 
have been delivered by the Austrians, but have failed to 
drive back the Italians from positions won in the late 
offensive. The Trentino front, owing to the prevailing 
high altitudes is subjected to severe weather conditions 
approaching those of winter and greatly handicapping 
any offensive plans of either party. 

Raids have occurred in Macedonia. In one of these 
Scottish troops on Oct. 14 entered Homondos, a village 
near Seres, and captured 143 Bulgars. 

In Armenia, the Turks took the offensive on Oct. 11 
at a point sixteen miles southwest of Erzingan, but were 
repulsed by the Russians.

NOTES OF THE WAR. 

A Rome dispatch to the Italian Embassy Oct. 11 an- 
nounced that an Austrian torpedoboat destroyer had been 
captured by the Italians in the Adriatic. The Austrian 
erew surrendered without firing a shot. 





French warships destroyed two Teuton submarines in 
the Western Mediterranean in September last, according 
to information received by the French Ministry of Ma- 
rine, an Associated Press dispatch reports. 


The Navy Department is informed by the Department 
of State that the Lewis Luckenbach, of the Luckenbach 
Steamship Company of New York, has been torpedoed 
and sunk. The captain and nine of the crew are missing. 
Twenty-six men of the crew and sixteen members of the 
armed guard, including the petty officer in command, have 
been safely landed. One member of the armed guard, 
John Edward McNeil, seaman, second-class, U.S.N., is 
missing. McNeil enlisted at Providence, R.I., April 30, 
1917. His next of kin is James McNeil, father, 152 
South street, Plainville, Mass. 

The British Admiralty on Oct. 15 announced tha’ the 
British mine sweeping sloop Begonia, Lieut. Comdr. Basil 
S. Noake, R.N., is now considerably overdue and must 
be considered lost with all hands. The British armed 
mereantile cruiser Champagne, Act. Capt. Percy G. 
Brown, R.N., in command, has been torpedoed and sunk. 
Five officers and fifty-one men were lost. 

Testimony to the great losses sustained by the Ger- 
mans in the recent operations in Flanders is given in the 
latest comment of Lieutenant General von Ardenne, mili- 
tary critic of the Tagleblatt of Berlin. He refers to the 
German losses at Mars-la-Tour and Grayelotte in the

Franco-Prussian War, averaging five-sixths of the officers 
and one-third of the men of the Guard and Branden- 
burg regiments engaged, as classic examples in German 
military history of extraordinary casualties suffered with- 
out affecting the morale of the troops. The General then 
says these losses often are far exceeded in the present 
war and that in «he third Flanders battle they have been 
so great as to induce the military authorities to abandon 
the usual rule of not referring to them, feeling that the 
sacrifices of Prince Rupprecht’s troops have been such as 
te entitle them to extraordinary thanks of the Father- 
and. . 


British casualties reported in the last week amount 
to 14,096, according to an official statement of Oct 16, 
They are civided as follows: Killed or died of wounds— 
Officers, 277; men, 2,509. Wounded or missing—Officers, 
837; men, 10,473. 

_ The commander and sixteen sailors of German subma- 
rine U -23, who were interned with German refugees 
from the Kamerun near Aloala de Henares, northeast of 
Madrid, Spain, have escaped, according to a dispatch of 
Oct 18 from the Associated Press at Ferrol. The sec- 
ond officer in command of the submarine and the six re- 
maining sailors have been placed under close guard.

SUSPECTS DROPPED FROM NAVY. 

Both the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy have expressed their deprecation of the exagger- 
ated reports concerning the elimination from the mili- 
tary and naval establishments of suspected persons 
The fact that scores of Reserve officers appointed from 
the first camps have since been dropped because they 
could not show the required standard of efficiency has 
been used as the basis of these reports in connection 
with the Army. In the case of the Navy one case with 
some substantial basis has been greatly magnified. The 
arrest of one William J. Dunbar in New York, charged 
with being a “dangerous alien enemy,” was followed 
by the disclosure that he had been commissioned an 
ensign in the Naval Reserve Force. His name was 
dropped from the rolls, however. Another case was 
that of a man who was being considered for appoint- 
ment in the Bureau of Naval Intelligence because of 
his unusual! qualifications for the position in question. 
His actions aroused suspicion, however, and this man 
is now under surveillance. 

Following is Dunbar’s official record as filed with the 
Navy Department: William Lewis Dunbar was en- 
rolled March 20, 1917, in the provisional rank of En- 
sign, U.S. Naval Reserve Force, in the Third Naval 
District, New York. On April 2, 1917, he executed 
the acceptance and oath of office, which document states 
that he was born June 2, 1893, in Hamburg, Germany, 
and claims citizenship in the State of Pennsylvania. 
After enrollment he was on duty in the Third Naval 
District, and on June 23 was ordered detached from 
the Federal Rendezvous, Naval Militia Armory, at the 
foot of Fifty-seeond street, Brooklyn, N.Y., and di- 
rected to take charge of a patrol ship. On Aug. 8 
he was detached from that ship and ordered to duty 
in fitting out another patrol vessel. He submitted a 
request for transfer to the Aviation Section of the 
Navy, but it was disapproved May 15. After an in- 
vestigation by the Office of Naval Intelligence, Dunbar 
was discharged from the Navy by direction of a tele- 
gram from the Bureau of Navigation, Oct. 6, to the 
commandant of the Third Naval District.

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AVIATION NOTES. 

At a meeting of the Aero Production Board on Oct. 17 
it was decided that no further action would be taken to- 
ward the establishment of additional aviation camps un- 
til the five under construction in Louisiana and Texas 
(known as “Group 2”) have been completed. The entire 
energy of the board will be bent to the rapid completion 
of the southern camps in order that the maximum num- 
ber of students may receive instruction during the winter 
months. 








The U.S. Navy airplane station and aviation school at 
Cape May, N.J., was formally opened on Oct. 15. 
Seventy-five students arrived on the previous day and 
four airplanes. Army trucks have brought guns and 
parts of flying machines, The forty buildings and 
hangars are nearly complete. The station covers an area 
of ten city blocks on the southern edge of Cape May 
Harbor. In addition to the strictly air operations, it is 
proposed to establish at Cape May an operating base for 
submarines and naval auxiliaries for the protection of 
Delaware Bay and river. Congress appropriated $150,000 
for the purchase of the site at its last session. 

Corps, who has been 
ordered to duty in Washington, D.C., im connection 
with aviation work, if now on an inspection trip of 
all the aviation schools. He will return to Washing- 
ton in the next two weeks. 

Major John F. Curry, Sig. Corps, who has been in 
charge of the training section, Aviation Corps, has 
gone to Toronto, Canada, to observe and study British 
methods of training aviators. s 

Major B. Q. Jones, Sig. Corps, arrived in Washing- 
ton D.C., last ‘Wednesday for temporary duty in the 
office of the C.S.0. He will proceed to Texas early 
in November to command an aviation school. 

Major Douglas B. Netherwood, Sig. Corps, now in 
Washington, will assume command of the aviation 
school and repair depot at Dallas, Texas, early in No- 
vember. 

Major R. P. Cousins, Sig. Corps, commandant of the 
School of Military Aeronautics, University of Texas, 
has been transferred to the office of the chief-of Signal 
Corps for duty. 

Major P. L. Ferron, Sig. Corps, formerly with the 
Department aeronautic office, Southern Division, has 
been transferred to the office of the Chief Signal Offi- 
cer, Washington, D.C., for duty in connection with 
aviation matters. 

Major Richard B. Barnitz, Sig. Corps, recently ar- 
rived from the Philippines, has gone to San Antonio, 
Texas, to duty there in connection with the aviation 
service; Major William L. Patterson, Sig. Corps, also 
from the Philippines, who arrived in Washington last 
week, has gone to Hampton, Va., to take command of 
the aviation station there. 

Large numbers of machines from various aviation 
depots will fly over the cities and towns nearby, drop- 
ping literature in favor of the purchase of Liberty 
Bonds.

AZTEC CLUB’S SEVENTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 

The seventieth anniversary of the Aztec Club was 
celebrated with a banquet at the University Club, New 
York city, on Oct. 13. The president of the club, 
Major Gen. Horatio G. Gibson, U.S.A., retired, of 
Washington, presided. The guests of honor were: Brig. 
Gen. Eli D. Hoyle, U.S.A.; Capt. E. S. Kellogg, U.S.N,, 
senior aid to Admiral Usher; Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, 
U.S.A.; Charles J. Murphy, the youngest survivor of 
the Mexican War; Lieut. W. H. Thomson and En- 
sign Fitz John Porter, U.S.N.R.F. 

The Aztec Club was formed in the city of Mexico 
in 1847 by the officers of Gen. Winfield Scott’s army, 
soon after the capture of that city. When first formed 
the club had 160 active and two honorary members. 
Of the original membership sixty-three became general 
officers in the Union or Confederate armies. The club 
now numbers about 200 members, the great majority 
of whom are the sons and nearest blood relatives of 
the officers of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps who 
served in some part of Mexico prior to the treaty of 
Guadaloupe Hidalgo. 

There are now living only three original members 
of the Aztec Club; General Gibson, who is ninety-one; 
Colonel Porterfield, who is_ ninety-five, and Captain 
Bryan, who is ninety-six. Captain Bryan was second 
in command of O’Brien’s Four-Gun Battery at Buena 
Vista, and was obliged to fight his guns alone when 
the 2d Indian Regiment retreated, thereby losing all 
his guns that were afterward recaptured at Churu- 
busco, so that we never lost a gun or a color during 
the whole war. General Gibson is the oldest living 
graduate of West Point and comes on every year to 
attend the graduating exercises.

“It has been observed that some officers are wearing & 
belt known as the Sam Browne belt. There is no au 
thority for the wearing of this belt within the limits of 
the United States, and until such authority is given this 
belt will not be worn.”

NEW ORGANIZATIONS FOR OUB ARMY. 
G.O, 130, OCT. 4, 1917, WAR DEPT. 

This order, among other things, authorizes the raising of 
three additional units of the Graves Registration Service, 
Q.M, Corps, each to be composed as prescribed in G.O. 104, 
War D., 1917. 

A Veterinary Corps, National Army, is to be organized, not 
to exceed 1 commissioned officer and 16 enlisted men for 
each 400 animals in service; the veterinarians and assistant 
veterinarians of the Regular Army, National Guard, drafted 
into the Federal service, and Officers’ Reserve Corps in active 
service, shall be considered as a part of the total commis- 
sioned personnel herein authorized. 

The commissioned personnel shall consist of veterinarians 
and assistant veterinarians and the grades and the ratios in 
grades shall be as follows: 7 veterinarians with rank of 
major, to 20 veterinarians with rank of captain, to 36 assist- 
ant veterinarians with rank of first lieutenant, to 37 assistant 
veterinarians with rank of second lieutenant. 

In no case shall original appointments or promotions. be 
made so as to make the ratio between any of the grades above 
that of second lieutenant to the grade next below it above the 
ratio specified. 

The enlisted personnel shall consist of men of the grades 
indicated below and the proportions of these men shall net 
exceed those indicated. In each 200 enlisted men there may 
be 5 sergeants; first class, 10 sergeants, 10 corporals, 40 
farriers, 2 horseshoers, 1 saddler, 3 cooks, 43 privates, first 
class, 86 privates, 

The Surgeon General will submit recommendations to the 
Secretary of War for the commissioned and enlisted personnel 
now required for the organization authorized above, which, 
upon approval by the Secretary of War, shall be put inte 
effect. The organization of the Veterinary Corps will be sub- 
sequently increased or decreased as the needs of the Service 
require upon recommendations by the Surgeon General after 
they have been approved by the Secretary of War. 

All members of the Signal Enlisted Reserve Corps, except 
Aviation Section, now in active service will be transferred to 
the enlisted Signal Corps, National Army, as of date of this 
order; those not in active service will be transferred under 
authority of this order, upon being called to active service. 
This authority will not be construed to authorize any enlist- 
ments in the enlisted Reserve Corps in excess of those already 
authorized.

The criticism of the selection of the modified Enfieg 
clearly is based on ignorance of the conditions whig 
existed at the time that important decision was made 
It is reliably reported that General Crozier is pm 
paring an answer to these criticisms. The following 
reasons, as given by an Army Ordnance officer of high 
rank, for the adoption of the Enfield military rifle cg. 
tainly seem cogent: Up to the time that war was 
declared no provision had been made either for a larg 
reserve of the Springfield rifle—the United States Army 
Infantry arm—or for Government or commercial plants 
to produce them in quantities large enough to mes 
an emergency such as now exists. It would take many 
months for the conversion of existing plants and fo 
the erection and equipment of new works to turn ont 
a sufficient number of these rifles even with the 7; 
000 or thereabout on hand. This is to be regretted, 
for the Springfield as it stands is considered a mon 
effective arm than any other military rifle. 

The alternative to the unthinkable delay of waiting 
for the Springfield was the adoption of the Enfield— 
the British standard agm. Three large plants in this 
country are equipped to turn out Enfields in great 
numbers—indeed they could have manufactured them 
rapidly enough, had the need been imperative, to sup 
ply most of the men now going into the cantonments 
But an objection to the adoption of these rifles as they 
were: presented itself in the fact that the Department 
would have to supply ammunition for them; and that 
became a serious proposition. The Government ani 
many commercial firms were equipped to make amm- 
nition for the Springfield; and it would take mor 
time to change them to produce Enfield ammunition 
than it would to modify plants making Enfields, » 
that the latter would accommodate the American am 
munition. 

It is true that England might have loaned us some 
of this ammunition, much of which is made here, but 
that country has no more than it needs. This raised 
a close issue as to which was the wiser course to 
adopt—to accept the earlier delivery of the Enfield rife 
with a possibility of getting ammunition; or for the sake 
of the better chambering to accept the delay, even though 
it entailed the shortage of rifles for use in training the) 
National Army upon its entry into the cantonments. Two 
factors led the Army to adopt the latter course. Th 
change in the chambering enabled all the United States | 
troops to use the same small-arms ammunition, thus at} 
once preventing the confusion that would otherwise 
arise and increasing the weapon’s efficiency by Mm 
son of the greater power of the American cartridge, 
which has a flatter trajectory. Still another factor 
was that each of the three concerns making the Bnfield 
had some little differences of manufacture that made the 
parts non-interchangeable—a condition that does nt 
lend itself to facility of repair, and that does requir 
many extra parts to be kept in the repair shops. While 
the plants are making the tool-changes to modify tl 
chambering of the new Enfield, they can without added 
loss of time eliminate all these differences in theit 
product and thus make it a standardized weapon will 
interchangeable parts. Such a change will be a greit 
gain where the fierceness of the warfare shortens th 
effectiveness of the weapon to a few months. Thes 
factors—greater effectiveness and standardization of the 
Enfield—in the opinion of the Ordnance officers led, &

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY ACT. 

The President, on Oct. 6, 1917, approved the Trading 
with the Enemy act and by an executive order signed 
Oct. 12, has established the administrative machinery 
to carry out its provisions. This act has conferred on 
the President war powers of the widest extent. It has 
added to the power to embargo all exports, which was 
conferred upon the President by the Espionage act, the 
power to prohibit all imports into the United States 
except under such licenses as may be granted. It has 
conferred on the President the power to prohibit or 
regulate all transfers of credits, money, currency, bul- 
lion and securities between the United States and all 
foreign countries. It imposes severe criminal penalties 
on all persons who trade or communicate directly or 
indirectly with an “enemy” or “ally of enemy,” or with 
any person acting on their behalf or for their benefit. 
It creates a definition of an “enemy” and “ally of 
enemy” with which it is highly important that every 
citizen of the United States should promptly familiarize 
himself for his own protection and for the loyal support 
ef the Government in its efforts to wage the war to 
a successful termination. The act further provides for 
the use in the United States of enemy held patents 
which may be of assistance to us in carrying on the 
war. It provides for taking over and administering the 
property in the United States of “enemies” and “allies 
of enemies.” It confers upon the President complete 
power to censor all communications of every sort pass- 
ing between this country and any foreign country. It 
provides certain regulations with regard to the foreign 
language press in the United States. 

Under the provisions of this act the President has 
created a Censorship Board, the members of which 
were appointed on Oct. 16, including Brig. Gen. Frank 
McIntyre, U.S.A., and Comdr. Charles Belknap, jr., 
U.S.N. American censorship of mails, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson explained, will be limited to mail passing 
between the United States and certain countries to 
be designated by the President, and will not duplicate 
any phase of the elaborate censorship systeti already 
operated by the British and French governments. This 
means that mail for European neutrals will give the 
censors here little trouble, as virtually all channels of 
communication with those countries are controlled by 
the Allies. 
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PREPARE CAMPS FOR WINTER. 

There is no disposition on the part of the Secretary of 
War to heed the demand from certain quarters that Na- 
tional Army contingents being trained at northern camps 
shall be removed to more comfortable climes and the 
camps themselves abandoned over the winter months. The 
cantonments most frequently criticized are Camp Devens, 
Ayer, Mass.; Custer, Battle Creek, Mich.; Grant, Rock- 
ford, Ill.; and Funston, Fort Riley, Kas. It is intended 
that these shall be steam-heated throughout and construc- 
tion of the heating units is proceeding as rapidly as labor 
and the delivery of materials permit. The remaining 
twelve cantonments are to have steam heat in hospitals 
and officers’ quarters, and hot air furnaces for the bar- 
racks and mess halls. Pending the completion of the 
heating plants at the sites most affected by cold weather, 
small stoves will be installed temporarily. 

At Camp Devens, more than 200 steamfitters and an 
equal number of experts assistants are working on the 
steam plant, which should be completed by Nov. 1. Two 
hundred stoves have been set up in the meantime in the 
barracks. Large forces are engaged in similar work at 
the other cantonments. 

The overhead system of steam-heating for the four 
cantonments where heat is most needed is the best ob- 
tainable for cantonment purposes. The question of loss 
of heat is a matter of insulation entirely. Either an 
overhead or underground system will lose heat if the in- 
sulation is imperfect. The plans call for complete insula- 
tion of the pipes and the heat will be as well preserved 
overhead as underground. Overhead piping is not only 
cheaper, but may be more quickly-installed and more 
readily repaired. It is preferred by most industrial estab- 
lishments., 

In central heating plants in large cities, heat is sel- 
dom, if ever, turned on before Oct. 15. Under the cir- 
cumstances, and while men are being trained for service 
in the trenches, it is believed that the heat afforded in the 
cantonments to date has been sufficient to meet autumn 
weather conditions and ample for men in active training 
for war. 
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RESERVE COMMISSIONS IN STAFF CORPS. 

The Chief of Staff has instructed the heads of the 
staff corps bureaus and departments to discontinue 
forthwith the commissioning of civilians in their re- 
spective Reserve organizations unless there is immediate 
need of the services of the applicant. These instruc- 
tions were based on the belief that, in certain Reserve 
Corps, the number of men holding commissions already 
is so large that no normal demand will ever result in 
the call to active duty of the latest commissioned: officers. 

General Bliss at the same time called for detailed 
Statements as to the strength of the Officers’ Reserve 
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Corps of the Medical Department, Signal Corps and 
Quartermaster Corps, with the number of men in each 
grade not yet called to active duty, and for an esti- 
mate of the number of these whose services probably 
will be needed within the next few months. The effect 
of these orders will be to hold up a number of com- 
missions in the staff corps’ Reserves. It may also 
affect, temporarily, scores of commissions in the Avia- 
tion Section, S.C., which have been prepared for issu- 
ance to graduates of the ground and flying schools. 
Eventually, however, all these men will be commis- 
sioned, the need for their services being indisputable.

ARMY NOTES. 
TRANSFERS TO DETACHED LIST. 

A complete readjustment of the Detached Officers’ List 
of the Army is indicated by orders published during the 
current week. In S.O. 238, War Dept., Oct. 12, more 
than 580 captains and lieutenants of Infantry, Cavalry, 
Field and Coast Artillery are transferred to the D.O.L. 
No other significance is to be drawn from this transfer 
en bloc than a desire on the part of the Department to re- 
arrange surplus officers so that details for special duties 
and attachments to regiments can be made without con- 
fusion. The list of transfers appears on pages 282-283. 





CHANGES IN REMOUNT PLANS. 

A general order just approved rescinds G.O. 105 and 
directs the formation, for the existing emergency, of a 
remount service on a modified basis. An administrative 
and supervisory division is to be formed to have charge 
of the auxiliary depots at National Guard and National 
Army camps. Eventually this division will consist of 
one colonel, two lieutenant colonels and three majors; 
already designated are Lieut. Col. John S. Fair (Cav.), 
Q.M. Corps; Lieut. Col. R. H. Williams, jr., and Majors 
W.°W. West and Hayden Channing. It is probable that 
Lieutenant Colonel Fair will be promoted one grade and 
placed in charge. The Army Remount Service is buying 
for the War Department, through the agency of fifty 
boards now in operation, from three to five thousand 
horses and mules each day. It has established thirty- 
two auxiliary remount depots twenty of which are 
rapidly approaching completion, for the receipt of ani- 
mals sent in by the purchasing boards. Nearly all the 
animals sent by rail suffer from carsickness and require 
rest and careful treatment, but the officers in charge of 
the depots are rapidly conditioning them. If any have 
any infectious disease they are isolated immediately. The 
service has created a school for each of the thirty-two 
divisions, taking 200 men from each camp and canton- 
ment. These schools give three month courses to horse- 
shoers in the art of military horseshoeing and to team- 
sters and packers. It has established at each divisional 
remount depot a wagon company for training the men in 
the care of vehicles and harness including the handling 
of a four-line mule team. 

NOTES OF THE Q.M.C. 

Brig. Gen. I. W. Littel, N.A., recently appointed 
from the Quartermaster Corps, is to-be placed in 
charge of all construction work under the War Depart- 
ment, regardless of the bureau in which the work 
naturally falls. The Secretary of War has approved 
an order for this important concentration of responsi- 
bility with a view towards obtaining at once increased 
efficiency and substantial economy of supervisory per- 
sonnel. General Littel will assume charge of the con- 
struction work under way for the Medical Department, 
Signal Corps and Ordnance Department. 

The promotions of Cols. Harry L. Rogers, Isaac W. 
Littel, David L. Brainard and Chauncey B. Baker te 
be brigadier generals in the National Army will result 
in the temporary promotion of Lieut. Cols. Robert S. 
Smith, Richmond McA. Schofield, Alexander M. Davis 
and Arthur W. Yates, respectively, of the Quarter- 
master Corps. In deciding that the promotions should 
be made in the former Quartermaster Corps rather 
than by strict seniority from the lists of the consoli- 
dated department, the provisions of the Act of Aug. 
24, 1912, were strictly followed. This act, which au- 
thorized the combination of the former Subsistence, 
Pay and Quartermaster Departments explicitly stated 
that promotions in the new corps would be made as 
if there has been no such consolidation. 

NO PROMOTION BY BUFFINGTON RETIREMENT. 


In connection with the retirement of Col. A P. Buffing- 
ton (Inf.), on Oct. 8 for disability incident to service, an 
interesting situation has developed. Col. Edmund L. 
Butts will succeed to the command of the 30th U.S. In- 
fantry, vacated by Colonel Buffington’s retirement, but 
no promotions in the Infantry arm will result. A num- 
ber of officers of the grade of colonel who had been de- 
tailed to special duties of one kind and another have 
since been recalled and are now carried as supernumer- 
aries. These must be “placed” before any changes in the 
lineal list of the Infantry arm will be felt. Unofficially 
the opinion is that no further promotions in the higher 
Infantry grades may be expected for several months. 





Among the general orders issued by the War Depart- 
ment this week is G.O. 130 establishing a Veterinary 
Corps for the National Army, an Enlisted Signal Corps 
for the National Army, and the calling of Signal Corps 


. Reserve field battalions into active service to be assigned 


to the National Army. The Signal Corps Reserve tele- 
graph battalions now in active service have been desig- 
nated by numbers. G.O. 131 announces that 100 ma- 
chine-shop truck units for the Q.M. Corps will be raised. 
G.O. 105, War Dept., is rescinded and new instructions 


as to organizing a remount service for duty at division 
camps and cantonments of the National Guard and Na- 
tional Army are given. Additional auxiliary remount de- 
pots will be organized for each Regular Army division 
in the United States and one additional animal embarka- 
tion will be organized for each additional port designated 
for the embarkation of animals at the theater of opera- 
tions. These orders appear under ous Army head. 
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ADDITIONAL WARRANT OFFICERS NAMED. 

The Secretary of the Navy has approved a list of 
950 enlisted men who have been selected for tempo- 
rary promotion to the warrant officer grades, under the 
provisions of the act approved May 22, 1917--the act 
for temporary increase of the Navy and Marine Corps. 
In the list the, new grade of “boatswain, aviation” ap- 
pears for the first time. The promotions of all the men 
selected date from Sept. 24, 1917, including the forty-two 
appointed on Oct. 15. The names of the forty-two ap- 
pointed on Oct. 15 were contained in a supplementary 
list. These men were all on armed guard duty or other 
service which prevented their applications being received 
before Sept. 15 when the lists were closed It being de- 
cided that this delay was no fault of the men, they were 
placed on an extra list which was then expedited through 
the channels. The number of promotions in the different 
grades are as follows, all dating from Sept. 24, without 
regard to date of actual appointment, which is given 
as a matter of interest.

Complete returns have been received at The Ad- 
jutant General’s Office from the July examination for 
appointment as provisional second lieutenant in the 
Regular Army. Of the 4,000 applicants more than 3,200 
were successful, or about 500 in excess of the indicated 
vacancies. Officers in charge of this work are now 
engaged in making the assignments of the new officers, 
all of whom have been notified of their success. Appli- 
cations were received from every one of the six classes 
and it was stated unofficially at the time that there 
probably would not be another test ordered during the 
war to which civilians would be eligible. Future ad- 
ditions to the grade will come from the ranks on rec- 
ommendation of the Regular commanding officers. In 
answer to a query as to what effect the adjourn- 
ment of Congress may have on the commissions of pro- 
visional second lieutenants, appointed from the July ex- 
amination, the following is obtained at the War Depart- 
ment. “The adjournment of Congress will have no effect 
on the appointments of these officers. An ‘ad interim’ 
appointment will be made in each case.” 
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The Berthier machine gun may be added to the list 
of automatics approved by the War Department for 
arming the expeditionary forces. A joint board of 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps officers has been meet- 
ing at Springfield, Mass., for the purpose of testing this 
weapon. The Berthier is a light machine gun. It has 
been recommended to the attention of the Department 
as a suitable weapon for “ambulent or marching fire 
and for general light machine gun work.” The board 
is to decide whether the gun possesses sufficient advan- 
tageous features to make it advisable for the War De- 
partment to undertake its manufacture in . quantity. 
Lieut. Col. Robert H. Willis, jr, 8.C., U.S.A., heads 
the detail for the board, the other members being Major 
D. C. McDougal, U.S.M.C.; Capt. Thomas W. Brown, 
G.S., U.S.A.; Capt. Walter L. Clark, C.A.C.; Capt. 
Herbert O’Leary, Ord. Dept., and Ensign H. F. Claus- 
sen, U.S.N.R.F. 
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Both the President and the Secretary of War have in- 
dicated their opposition to any changes in the present 
limits of age for men who come within the provisions of 
the Selective Service Act. Representative Kahn, ranking 
Republican members of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs of the House, stated recently that he will offer an 
amendment to that legislation reducing the minimum age 
to eighteen years and raising the maximum to forty. Sec- 
retary Baker has not changed from the stand he took in 
the hearings before Congressional committees in which he 
stated that he favored twenty-six as the maximum age 
because this would prevent most of the interference with 
the economic life of the nation resulting from conscription. 
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In commenting upon the plans for consolidating Guard 
regiments the statement was made that “in every in- 
stance, the senior colonel will be continued in command.” 
This should be qualified to the extent that the senior 
regimental officer retains commands only if, in the opin- 
ion of the division commander, he is the best qualified. 
The precautions ordered by the War Department to pre- 
vent the retention of less efficient officers in responsible 
commands has been referred to frequently in connection | 
with this work of consolidation. 
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OUR FORCES ABROAD 
U.S. DESTROYER TORPEDOED. 

For the first time since the entry of the United States 
into the present war, five months ago, a German subma- 
rine has succeeded in torpedoing a United States warship, 
but fortunately the vessel, a destroyer, was not damaged 
sufficiently to sink and she was able to reach port, where 
she can be repaired. One American seaman was killed 
and five men were injured, but not seriously. Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels in an official announcement made 
on Oct. 17, from the brief dispatch received from Vice 
Admiral W. S. Sims, U.S.N., commanding our Navy 
forces in European waters, states that the destroyer was 

- ile on 
struck by a torpedo from a U-boat on Oct. 16 whi 
patrol duty. Gun. Mate Osmond Kelly Ingram was 
killed, being blown overboard, and_his body was not re- 
covered. Ingram’s mother, Mrs. Betty Ingram, lives at 
Pratt City, Ala. The wounded are Herman H. Pank- 
ratz, gunner’s mate, St. Louis; William E. Merritt, sea- 
man, New York city; Frank W. Kruse, fireman, Toledo; 
Patrick Rutledge, oiler, New York city, and William 
Seiber, fireman, Dundas, Minn. : 

The circumstances of the attack by the submarine were 
not given, but it is assumed that she made her attack 
without being seen and that the destroyer had no op- 
portunity to fire on her. That one of our destroyers has 
been hit is in no way surprising. While they are the 
worst foes of submarines and are the most difficult craft 
for the latter to attack successfully, they are by no means 
immune. It is certainly cause for congratulation that 
German submarines have only been able to score one 
hit against our warships in five months so far as an- 
nounced, and that hit not a knockout blow. 

In the five months of active service that they have seen 
in the great war, the American destroyers have steamed 
collectively a total distance of 85,000 miles, writes a cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press from the flotilla base 
in British waters on Sept. 30. He continues: This is 
more by several times than the distance cruised in two 
whole years of peace. What makes the figures the more 
impressive is that they have been reached without the 
loss through an accident of war of a single life, or a 
very serious mishap to any of the units, up to that date. 


OUR TROOPS IN FRANCE. 


The event of the week in the American Training Camp 
in France was the review of our forces by Marshal 
Joffre on Oct. 15. With General Pershing, the Mar- 
shal of France watched the troops in bombing and bayo- 
net drills, after motoring through the various towns and 
villages where our men are billeted. After the review 
the Marshal was introduced by General Pershing who 
said: “Marshal Joffre is familiar with America and with 
American institutions, and is deeply interested in Ameri- 
can soldiers. It is a great privilege to have him as our 

est to-day.” <a 

The Marshal referred to the great power of America in 
men, resourcefulness, and material wealth. “In every 
way you have realized our hopes,” he said. “Guided by 
such men as General Pershing, your Secretary of War, 
Mr. Baker, and your Chief of Staff, General Bliss, you 
are rapidly going ahead, and I am confident our enemy 
will see before him one of the most formidable war ma- 
chines which could ever be imagined.” Three real Amer- 
ican cheers were given for the Marshal. As they passed 
in review the American soldiers wore full fighting equip- 
ment, including trench caps, and had gas masks dang- 
ling at their belts. At the end of the day the Marshal 
said to the Associated Press: “I have been highly grati- 
fied by what I have seen to-day. I am confident that 
when the time comes for the American troops to go to the 
trenches and meet the enemy they will give the same ex- 
cellent account of themselves in action as they did in 
practice to-day.” ; 

Premier Painléve, sent the following telegram to Gen- 
eral Pershing on Oct. 17: “My dear General: I am in 
formed of your nomination for the grade of General. I 
desire to congratulate you immediately on the high dis- 
tinction which has been conferred upon you which is a 
just reward for your valor and high military qualities. 
The entire French army rejoices with me in the promo- 
tion of the man who will soon lead to battle and to vic- 
tory the valiant soldiers of the great American Republiz.” 

The Mayor of the town in which the American Field 
Headquarters is located presented to Genetal Pershing 
on Oct. 14 a silken American flag, on behalf of the 
women of the town, who made it Accepting the flag, 
General Pershing said: “This occasion brings home to 
us the tenderness with which our own women bade us 
good-by. This war is being fought by women. It is 
women who suffer and lend courage to us. Women are 
the ones to whom honor will be due when the war is 
over, and they will deserve honor for their aid in estab- 
lishing democracy.”” General Pershing thanked many of 
the women personally before returning to his headquar- 
ters. A granite tablet has been placed in the wall of 
the Hotel de Ville, with an inscription in gold letters 
commemorating the establishment of the American head- 
quarters in the town in September. 

The newest adjunct of the United States Purchasing 
Board, which was created in Paris several weeks ago on 
the initiative of General Pershing, is an auxiliary civilian 
advisory council composed of five or six American busi- 
ness men resident in France. The head of the board has 
already surrounded himself with nearly a dozen expert 
Q.M.C. officers, who are purchasing officers also of their 
respective branches of service, and is rapidly co-ordinat- 
ing the work of purchasing suplies for the present as well 
as the prospective armies in France. 

General Pershing, commander of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces, telegraphed to Field Marshal Haig on 
Oct. 11: “Permit me to extend sincere congratulations to 
you and your magnificent army upon the recent import- 
ant gains in front of Ypres. They give a striking answer 
to the weak-kneed peace propaganda.” Field Marshal 
Haig sent this answer: “I wish to thank you very heartily 
in behalf of the British army under my command for 
your most kind telegram. We look forward to the day 
when the Americans armies join us on the western 
front, and we are quite confident the Allies, so reinforced, 
will fight the war to an early and decisive issue.” 

The American University Union in Europe has been 
established by co-operative action of about fifty of the 
most representative American colleges and universities for 
the purpose of rendering the largest possible service to 
American college men and their friends in war service 
abroad. The Royal Palace Hotel on the corner of the 

Rue de Richelieu and the Place du Theatre Francais in 
Paris has been rented as headquarters and will open on 
Oct. 20, with a staff ready to all in its power to help 
men from all collegiate institutions. The Secretary of 
War, the Secretary of the Navy, the American Ambassa- 
dor to France. and the general commanding the American 
troops in France have consented to act as honorary 
patrons in the movement, while both the Y.M.C.A., and 
the Red Cross have co-operated heartily in the establish- 
ment of the Union. West Point and Annapolis have 
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been accorded honorary memberships. The Union will 
be the headquarters for college men from all parts of the 
United States on furlough in Paris. 

According to a special dispatch to the New York Sun 
from its Washington correspondent the War Department 
on Oct. 13 “let it be known that any officer in France 
countenancing disobedience of the order prohibiting their 
wives, mothers or sisters going to France will lose his 
field command and be returned to the United States. 
The dispatch continues: “The decision to enforce the 
rule rigidly was reached after General Pershing had re- 
ported that the presence of the wives of American offi- 
cers was having a demoralizing effect in the Expeditionary 
Force, and that hundreds of officers’ wives have succeeded 
in evading the War Department rule and obtaining pass- 
ports from the State Department by volunteering for 
service abroad in the American Red Cross.” 


OUR TROOPS IN ENGLAND. 

The “American Officers’ Club” was formally opened in 
London on Oct. 10. As has been told in the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL the club house is the London home of 
Lord Leconfield, who has lent it to the Pilgrims’ Society 
of that city for use as a club by American Army and 
Navy officers for the period of the war, the society under- 
taking its management. The mansion is in Mayfair and 
is one of the most luxuriously furnished houses in the 
British metropolis. 


CASUALTIES IN OVERSEAS FORCES. 

First Lieut. Archibald F. Graham, M.O.R.C., attached 
to the British forces, has been severely wounded in the 
thighs by gunshot. General Pershing so advised the 
War Department on Oct. 17. Lieutenant Graham’s next 
of kin is Mrs. William J. Graham, No. 153 Park avenue, 
Paterson, N.J.

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CONTRACT LET FOR OVERSEA DEPOT. 


A contract for the construction of a yery extensive 
ordnance depot and arsenal of issue and repair in France 
has been let to. the firm of Stone & Webster, of Bos- 
ton, Mass., and preparations for such construction are 
well under way. Payment will be on the basis of cost 
plus ten per cent., the total cost, including equipment. 
being estimated at not less than $100,000,000. In con- 
nection with its establishment more than a thousand 
miles of standard railway is to be constructed, leading 
from the depot to the sector of front assigned to the 
United States troops. Engineer (railway) regiments 
recruited almost exclusively from the organization of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad and Leaded by construction 
experts of the same company are already on the scene. 
Manufacturing activities at the depot probably will be 
confined to the repair of essential ordnance and other 
military equipment used by the United States forces. 

It was the original plan of the War Department to 
have the construction of the depot put into the hands 
of French firms, but the official French commission re- 
cently in this country would not endorse the proposal 
on the ground that every man employed in the work 
would necessarily mean the taking of so much support 
from the front. Workmen, therefore, will be trans- 
ported from the United States. Ten thousand have been 
listed for the purpose, and are awaiting completion of 
transportation arrangements. All raw material and 
machinery also will be sent from the United States. 
Delivery of the hundreds of lathes, boring machines and 
other special tools is now being made. 

The fact has become known that, in addition to the 
exclusive use of a certain French seaport, the United 
States has obtained a lease-hold of an extensive tract 
of adjacent territory for which a nominal rental will be 
paid. During the term of the lease this territory will 
be as completely American as is the city of Washing- 
ton. 
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RETURN OF ADMIRAL MAYO. 


Secretary Daniels authorized the following statement 
on Oct. 12: “Admiral H. T. Mayo, U.S. Navy, and his 
staff have returned from England. The purpose of the 
visit of Admiral Mayo to England was to permit him 
in conference with the other officials of the Allied 
navies to become intimate in every detail with the 
situation as it is at present, what had been done be- 
fore, and to discuss the plans for the future. The Brit- 
ish Admiralty extended every courtesy and every fa- 
cility to promote the success of this mission. Admiral 
Mayo will make a full report to the Secretary of the 
Navy. Admiral Mayo visited the English fleet and our 
own forces in British and French waters in order that 
he might familiarize himself with the conditions under 
which the Allied Forces are operating.” Admiral Mayo 
had a long conference with Secretary Daniels on the 
night following his réturn to Washington, Admiral Ben- 
son also being present. Admiral Mayo and his staff 
were to remain in Washington several days for con- 
sultation with the heads of the departmental bureaus 
on the subject of the activities of the American naval 
forces in Xuropean waters. ‘These now represent ves- 
sels of nearly every type, including submarine chasers, 
which have demonstrated their seaworthiness by cross- 
ing the Atlantic in very rough weather and arriving 
without mishap. 
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Ferncliffe, the country home of Vincent Astor at Rhine- 
cliff, N.Y., overlooking the Hudson river, is to be con- 
verted temporarily by the War Department into a hos- 
pital for convalescent American soldiers who may bé 
wounded in France. Vincent Astor, who inherited the 
estate from his father, Col. John Jacob Astor, offered 
it to the Government for this purpose, and it has been 
i and approved by the Sanitary Corps of the 
Army Medical artment. It has also become known 
that other New York men have offered their country 
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homes for the same purpose. One of these is M. Taylor 

ne, who has turned over his country home, Drum- 
thwackett, near Princeton, and it too has been approved 
by the Sanitary Corps. 
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ARMY LIBERTY LOAN CAMPAIGN. 


The American soldier and the civilian employees of 
the War Department had purchased more than $32,- 
000,000 worth of Liberty Bonds up to Oct. 19, ac 
cording to report received in Washington. Of this 
amount, men in the sixteen National Army camps have 
subscribed $10,600,000 and those in the fifteen National 
Guard camps $9,200,000. The National Army soldiers 
have averaged $24.52 each, but the record ef the Na- 
tional Guardsmen is $33.36 per capita and the aver- 
age for the entire thirty-one camps is $29.97. Three 
camps have received subscriptions for Second Liberty 
Loan Bonds in excess of one million dollars. The Na- 
tional Guard camps, Camp Sheridan at Montgomery, 
Ala., leads with subscriptions of $1,229,950, for its 
22,500 men. Second honors go to Camp Shelby, also 
a National Guard command, at Hattiesburg, Miss., 
where 17,800 men have bought bonds to the amount 
of $1,152,000. The only National Army camp which 
has broken into the million dollar class to date is Camp 
Grant at Réckofrd, Ill., containing 27,000 men whose 
Liberty Bond subscriptions stand at $1,096,800. The 
subscriptions from the camps follow:

MORO STRONGHOLD ENDED. 

The Philippine Constabulary in a brief but brisk 
engagement. on July 27 put an end to the notorious 
Bayan cotta in Lanao province, Mindanao, a Moro 
stronghold. ‘The defiant datus, Amai Lumamba and 
Amai Karangkapang, went to render their final reckon- 
ing at the feet of Allah, says the Mindanao Herald in giv- 
ing an account of the affair. The principal Bayan 
datus were not disarmed after the famous Battle of 
Bayan in 1902 and for fifteen years they have retained 
their weapons and occupied the crude but strongly forti- 
fied cotta. Lumamba and Karangkapang, after their 
surrender and promise to be loyal to the Government, 
were allowed to reoccupy the cotta for defensive pur- 
poses against the swarm of outlaws that infested the 
province at that time. 

Finally last year outlaws were entirely eliminated 
and this left the Bayan datus with the only strongly 
fortified cotta in the province, also a large number of 
guns. The American soldiers having been withdrawn 
and the province garrisoned by Scouts and Constabu- 
lary the datus began to feel arrogant. They failed to 
obey the orders of the authorities and obstructed the 
work of surveyors. This got on the nerves of the au- 
thorities and~ the Department Governor decided to put 
a stop to it and disarm the cotta. The datus were 
informed that as the outlaw element had been wiped 
out there was no further necessity for maintaining the 
fortifications at Bayan and that the provincial governor 
would be pleased to take over the arms and store 
them away in a safe place at Camp Keithley. The 
datus, convinced of their power to defend the cotta 
against the Filipino troops who had no cannon, finally 
refused point-blank to obey the order. 








Governor Carpenter immediately asked that two 
mountain guns be sent to Lanao from Jolo and then 
Colonel Waloe, district chief of Constabulary, and 
Provincial Governor Coverston sent an ultimatum to 
Amai Lumamba and Amai Karangkapang informing 
them that the guns must be surrendered and the cotta 
dismantled by a certain date or they must be pre- 
pared to accept the consequences. July 26 was the 
date fixed. On that morning the datus were given a 
last chance to comply with orders but persisted in their 
refusal. They were then given an opportunity to send 
out their non-combatants and seventy-five women and 


children were surrendered. 

Lieutenant Herbert in charge of the mountain gun 
platoon then opened fire on the cotta and the fight was 
on. The Moros fought back valiantly but the rapid, 
accurate fire of the mountain guns was too much fot 
them. The fight lasted all day and by night the cotta 
was a mass of ruins. The following morning, however, 
the attacking force still met with resistance and the 
fight continued until the survivors, completely overpow- 
ered and buried in the ruins, surrendered. Colonel Waloe 
reported that Lumamba and Karangkapang and a num- 
ber of other Moros were killed. Seventeen. Moros and 
about seventy-five women and children surrendered. Fif- 
teen guns, nine of them highpower rifles, were cap- 
tured or surrendered.- Major Beck arrived at daybreak 
on July 27 with nine officers and two hundred and 
nine Scouts but his force did not get into the fight as 
the surrender took place immediately after his arrival 
The presence of the Scouts undoubtedly influenced the 
final outcome.

The incident has been taken 
up hy the War Department, however, and both officers 
may be severely reprimanded. The only orders regarding 
seerccy in connection with movements of troops issued to 
the Army are included in G.O. 94, War Dept., July 16 
(AgMy AND Navy Journal, Aug. 4, page 1625). String- 
ent regulations to prevent a recurrence of this “mistake” 
will be prepared at once, it is said. G.O. 94 rescinded 
Section 1, G.O. 75, War Dept., and substituted the fol- 
lowing: “All persons connected with the military Ser- 
vice who receive information of proposed oversea move- 
ments of organizations, detachments or individuals are 
forbidden to make public the details of such movements. 
The names of organizations, dates of departure, arrival, 
or of embarkation, or the name of the port ef embarka- 
tion or of the ships to be used in such movements will 
not be disclosed. When nostenaty to advise relatives or 
other private persons of approaching departure, persons 
connected with the military Service will convey only 
information absolutely necessary, which will not include 
dates or the names of ships or ports of departure or the 
designation of organizations. The marking of cars or of 
baggage so as to indicate an oversea destination, the date 
of departure, or the name of the ship on which sailing 
will. be avoided. Baggage for oversea shipments will be 
addressed to the quartermaster of the port of embarka- 
tion and information furnished the quartermaster of the 
disposition to be made of it. Violations of the provisions 
of this order will be investigated and disciplinary meas- 
ures applied to offenders.” 

All National Guard, and National Army Division 
commanders, and all Department commanders, have been 
sent the following communication from the A.G.O. of 
the Army: “The various arsenals and supply depots 
of the Ordnance Department are having considerable 
difficulty in obtaining prompt and proper receipts from 
organizations to whom ordnance stores are issued. The 
failure of officers to promptly execute receipts and com- 
ply with the instructions on blank forms, has necessi- 
tated a great deal of unnecessary correspondence in the 
Ordnance Department. You will, therefore, take nec 
essary steps to require a prompt and careful compli- 
ance by organization commanders. with the printed in- 
structions on form used in connection with transfers 
and accountability for ordnance stores.” 

Major Gen. H. T. Allen, commanding the 90th Di- 
vision, National Army, at Camp Travis, Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, directs officers to see to it that wast- 
age of water be stopped in every possible manner. He 
says that the average daily consumption at Camp 
Travis is 100 gallons per man and twenty gallons per 
horse. “This amount,” he says, “is extraordinary and 
entirely disproportionate to the needs of the command. 
Fifty-five gallons daily is the allotted amount per 
capita.” 

Major Gen. William A. Mann, N.A., suggested to 
the members of the Chicago and New York baseball 
teams, after the championship games had been settled, 
that they play a game for the soldiers at Camp Mills. 
This exhibition took place on Oct. 16 and General Mann 
pitched the first ball, his work being thus described 
by a baseball reporter: “When the game opened, the 
General took his place in the box, and, after listening 
to some instructions from Herzog as to the proper con- 
tortions before delivering the ball, he showed himself 
a very apt pupil by winding up and then sending a 
lob into Gibson’s mitt, the Chicago batter making a 
mighty wallop four feet under the ball. The horsehide 
was then returned to General Mann, who pocketed it, 
and then, acknowledging the cheers of his men, went 
to the Giants’ bench.” We regret to report that Gen- 
eral Mann’s “side” lost, the score being 6 to 4 in favor 
of the Chicago team. 

Lieut. Col. Samuel W. Filbert. of the 4th Maryland 
Infantry, 29th Division, National Guard, Camp Mc- 
Clelian, Ala., has been assigned to command of the 
ammunition division. Capt. Joseph D. Brooks, of the 
game regiment, has been detailed to the train. Captain 
R. B. Myers, of the 4th Virginia Infantry, has been 
appointed supply officer of the Depot Brigade; - Lieut. 
Blair Wilson, of the same regiment, has been appointed 
his assistant, and Lieut. Frank P. Evans, of the 4th 
Virginia Infantry, has been appointed as assistant ad- 
jutant of the Depot Brigade. 

G.O. 127, Sept. 25, 1917, War Department, just is- 
sued, publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M, of which 
Capt. William W. Harper, ist Regt., Miss. Inf., N.G., 
was president, and First Lieut. Clinton E. Dorroh, Ist 
Regt., Miss. Infantry, N.G., judge advocate, for the 
trial of Second Lieut. Thomas A. Rhodes, Ist Miss. 
Infantry. ‘The court found him guilty of a violation 
af the 95th Article of War, the specification of which 
he was found guilty charging that while at mobiliza- 
tion camp, Jackson, Miss., about July 6, 1917, while 
in uniform, he associated with and entertained a pros- 
titute in his quarters, to the scandal and disgrace of 
the military service, He was found guilty, and was 
sentenced to dismissal, President Wilson approving the 
sentence. 

Prompt action has been taken by Brig. Gen. Charles L, 
Phillips, N.A., at present in command of the 27th Di- 
vision, New York National Guard, at Spartanburg, S.C., 
on the alleged ill treatment of Pvt. Otto Gottschalk, of 
Battery D, 2d N.Y. Field Art. The charge made by Pri- 
vate Gottschalk is that he was dragged from his tent Sat- 
urday night, Oct. 13, stripped of his clothing on the 
edge of a drain ditch, thrown into and forced to drink 
the mucky water. Then he declares he was rubbed with 
stiff brushes and later beaten with sticks. Capt. H. G. 
Sullivan, of his battery, he says, witnessed the assault 
and urged the non-commissioned officers to greater vio- 
lence. General Phillips on Oct. 18, after a preliminary 
investigation had been made by Col. George A. Wingate 
commanding the 2d Field Artillery, ordered Captain Sulli- 
yan in military arrest, pending his trial by G.C.M. which

Comdr. H. G. Sparrow, formerly executive officer of 
the U.S.S. Pennsylvania began his duties as aid to Sec- 
retary Daniels on Oct. 17, succeeding Lieut. Comdr. 
Byron McCandless, assigned to sea duty at his own re- 
quest. 


Secretary Daniels on Oct. 17 announced an accident 
on board a scout patrol vessel on Oct. 16 in New York 


waters, in which one man was killed and another 
severely injured. The accident was due to the falling 
out of a return tube in the boiler. Vance I. Perkinson, 
chief boatswain’s mate, U.S.N.R.F., was scalded about 
the head and shoulders. ~His condition is serious, but he 
is expected to recover. Dennis Sheehan, seaman second- 
class, N.N.V., was scalded about the head and entire 
body. He died while he was being taken ashore. The 
next of kin is John Sheehan, 547 Throop avenue, Brook- 
lyn, N.Y. 

The official report of the investigation of the ex- 
plosion on the submarine A-7 at Manila last July, 
which resulted in the death of her commander, Lieut. 
Arnold Marcus, U.S.N., and several men, was made 
public on Oct. 15. The report praises the conduct of 
Lieutenant Marcus in the highest terms. Secretary 
Daniels, in a letter transmitting a copy to the dead 
officers’s widow, concurs with the official board’s report 
that Lieutenant Marcus by his gallant conduct - when 
he was dying upheld “the best traditions of the Ser- 
vice.” The official investgation disclosed that after the 
explosion, caused by the ignition of gasoline vapor by 
an electric switch, Lieutenant Marcus sent all his men 
out of the hold before leaving himself; went to the 
bridge while suffering from burns which killed him, 
and personally took the helm with the idea of savin 
his ship by beaching her. When rescue ships took o 
the crew, Lieutenant Marcus refused to leave and asked 
that he be disregarded. 

Secretary Daniels has commended Harold H. Duke, 
fireman, first-class, U.S.N., for gallantry in jumping over- 
board from a United States destroyer on the night of 
Sept. 14, and rescuing a shipmate from drowning. An- 
other destroyer was moored alongside, but Duke, without 
hesitation, went to the rescue of his shipmate, fully ap- 
preciating the possibilitity of being crushed between the 
guard rails of the two vessels. : 

The recently completed wireless station for the Navy 
at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, when tested recently exchanged 
messages with the wireless station at Tuckerton, N.J., 
4,700 miles distant, without relay. The success of this 
station makes the connecting link from all points of the 
United States to the Philippines. Washington now may 
send wireless messages by relay from the new station as 
soon as the station at Cavite, Manila Bay, is completed. 
The Pearl Harbor plant was erected under contract by 
the Federal Telegraph Company, of San Francisco, under 
the supervision of the Navy Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing. The electrical appliances installed by the telegraph 
company were made by the Westinghouse Company. 
Nearly all wireless lines have been placed under control 
of the Navy. This is one of the duties added to the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering whose chief, Rear Admiral 
Robert S. Griffin, assigned Lieut. Comdr. 8S. C. Hooper 
to take charge of this work. 

It is reported that the Navy Department will set aside 
enough funds from appropriations on hand to establish 
a wireless station of the first class near Annapolis, Md. 

The forty-second commencement exercises of the New 
York State Nautical School were held on Oct. 13 aboard 
the U.S.S. Newport, New York city. Capt. Marcus H. 
Tracy, of the board of governors of the school, presided. 
The exercises were opened by Capt. Felix Riesenber, 
superintendent of the school. Diplomas were presented 
by Dr. John H. Finley, State Commissioner of Education, 
The certificates to graduate were presented by Capt 
George L. Norton, of the board of governors. The gradu-

He will return 
immediately to his desk, but before Congress convenes 
expects to visit such stations as will be mentioned espe- 
cially in the next request for appropriations. Reports 
that Mr. Daniels is to make a port-to-port inspection on 
board the Mayflower are officially denied. 

The War Department completed contracts for 7,000,000 
pairs of Army shoes on Oct. 17. Using the offices of the 
Council of National Defense the War Department fixed 
the price of the shoes at $4.65 a pair. At that figure 
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bids were submitted for a number of pairs of shoes {if 
teen per cent. in excess of the number wanted. The total] 
of the contract was $32,500,000 
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The War Department has received a report made by g 
board of officers who were ordered to investigate forage 
conditions at an unnamed Army depot from which, jt 
had been reported, bad forage had been issued. The re. 
port states that hay in a decidedly dangerous condition 

as been issued and accepted, that the health and staming 
of Army animals have been lowered and that there js a 
great lack of knowledge of forage on the part of certain 
officers and veterinary surgeons and the enlisted person- 
nel, Steps are to be taken to correct these conditions 
In conclusion, the report asserts that if the present Vet- 
erinary Corps were constructed with a properly organized 
system, having a head to it, with rules and regulations ‘or 
guidance, it would be vastly more efficient in every way 
and would save the Government many hundred thousand 
dollars. The report states that the large amount of bad 
hay is the result of insufficient protection and storage 
and the acceptance of an inferior grade of hay. It makeg 
certain specific :ecommendations for storage conditiong 
that should be very easy to carry out.

The committee was instructed to ascertain to what ex 
tent, if any, lack of proper quarters in the vicinity of 
the munitions plants is hampering the work of the 
Plants and to recommend a program for the Govern 
ment to follow in correcting conditions. 
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Major Gen. Henry P. McCain, The Adjutant Gem» 
eral, U.S.A., has sent the following telegram to com 
manders of the National Army cantonments: “It is 
desired to authorize officers appointed from trainin 
camps to serve with troops from their own states j 
they so desire.

Before the money clothing allow- 
ance was abolished, the number of articles provided in the 
‘‘Table of Clothing Allowance’’ on page 4 of Navy Depart- 
and a careful man always effected 
a saving. In the United States, or any place except possibly 
the Western front in France, the number of articles provided 
for by the above table should be and is ample. ‘Commanding 
officers and company commanders will satisfy themselves that 
issues are absolutely necessary, and if such necessity is due 
to the man’s carelessness the issue will be charged against his 
pay account. A list of clothing in the possession of a man 
will accompany his service record book when transferred. 
Reports have been received that men are wasting clothing 
gince the money allowance was abolished. This waste must 
cease, and commanding officers will be held responsible to 
gee that it does cease at once. Instructions are given in the

“With more than a million men in the field at present, 
the sick report is less than two per cent. Last year, down 
on the border it was only one and eight-tenths per cent. Even 
in the case of General Pershing and his 10,000 mep, who on 
their expedition into Mexico made some of the most remark- 
able forced marches ever made by any army, it was only two 
and eight-tenths per cent. In Spanish war days, however,

Gen. George B. Dyer, commanding the 1st Brigada 
New York Guard, has accomplished the organization of his 
command in wonderfully quick time. The district over which 
he has jurisdiction embraces Greater New York and the coun 
ties of Westchester, Rockland, Suffolk and Queens, The 
strength of his brigade was limited to 5,000, but he has 
7,000 officers and men to pick from, Many officers and ma 
of experience have volunteered their services. Some of the 
companies of regiments in Manhattan are located out of tows, 
where there are armory accommodations, and are separate com- 
pany regiments.

GERMAN SEA RAIDERS AT WORK. 

That two small German raiders have been at work 
in the Southern Pacific was made known on Oct. 4 
when the Navy Department made public a dispatch, 
dated Sept. 29, from Tutuila Island, which reported 
that the master of the American schooner, G. Slade, 
arrived there in an open boat with three other men 
from Mophea Island which they had left Sept. 19. The 
master, Hador Smith, stated that his vessel was cap- 
tured by the German raider, Seeadler, on June 17. The 
schooner was destroyed by burning and the entire crew 
were taken aboard the raider. Smith further stated 
that the Seeadler captured on June 14 the American 
schooner A. B. Johnson, and on July 8 the American 
schooner Manila. The Manila was destroyed by dyna- 
mite, after which the Seeadler proceeded to Mopeha 
Island, the westward island of the Society group, ar- 
tiving there July 31. On Aug. 2, the Seeadler was 
stranded and was abandoned as a total loss. The com- 
manding officer of the Seeadler left Aug. 31 in a motor 
sloop with machine guns, rifles, bombs and about two 
months’ supplies, accompanied by three officers and two 
men. 

On Sept. 5 the French schooner Lutece, bound out 
of Tahiti, Society Islands, arrived at Mopeha and was 
captured by the remainder of the Seeadler’s crew, who 
immediately left in the schooner with machine guns, 
supplies, rifles, and bombs, leaving behind them twenty- 
seven white men and seventeen native prisoners from 
the Seeadler, marooned on Mopeha Island. These men 
are in great need of food and water. 

The Navy Department is making every effort to relieve 
the marooned men.
